French twin 

After the Hunwick-Hallam from Australia, America’s Excel- 
sior-Henderson and Rumi of Italy, the Year of the Twin sees yet 
another new manufacturer gearing up to launch a range of 
twin-cylinder bikes this autumn. Aiming at starting production 
early in 1998 is France’s Voxan marque - a project first revealed 
in this column back in December '95, and now right on sched- 
ule to make its debut at the Paris Show this September. 

Given the high profile of French companies at the topmost 
level of motorsport - Michelin, ELF, the Renault V10 engine 
which dominates F-1 car racing, or the Peugeot V10 whose 
invincibility killed off the Sport Prototype class - and the 
prominence of those two marques plus Citroen in automobile 
markets around the world, it’s always seemed a paradox that 
France didn’t have a motorcycle industry of its own - especially 
as the country is Europe’s number-two bike market after Ger- 
many in terms of annual sales. 

But apart from the stillborn Siccardi three-cylinder super- 
bike project which was the victim of political infighting 15 
years ago, and the specialist 
Barigo marque still struggling 
to niche-market its way to sur- 
vival, the only production road 
bikes built in France in the past 
two decades have been short- 
lived car-engined hybrids like 
the BFG Odysee and Boccardo 
diesel. 

But now, thanks to Voxan, 
this is about to change. Product 
of a design consortium embrac- 
ing leading figures in the coun- 
try’s car and bike worlds, the 
first model on the new compa- 
ny’s agenda is a fuel-injected 
1000cc V-twin naked roadster 
aimed squarely at the Ducati 
Monster and Triumph T509 
Speed Triple. 

However, after the Road- 
ster’s debut in Paris this 
autumn, Voxan plan to launch 
both sport touring and cruiser 
models within the next 12 
months, powered by a bigger 
1240cc long-stroke version of 
the same engine. 

Voxan (the name was cho- 
sen for its neutral pronuncia- 
tion in any language - the same 
rationale as for the ELF corpo- 
rate tag) is the brainchild of 
Jacques Gardette, a wealthy 
industrialist from Clermont- 
Ferrand, site of Michelin’s headquarters in central France. A 
longtime bike freak since owning his first Kawasaki H1 20 
years ago, and currently the owner of a Ducati 916, Gardette 
has already sunk over $1 million of his own money into the 
project, a sum matched by his three other financial partners in 
the project, one of which is in fact Michelin. 

The original plan was to develop an 800cc fuel-injected four- 
stroke single which would be capable of powering a range of 
off-road bikes as well as a roadster and a supermono racer, but 
this was aborted in favor of the V-twin project after a detailed 
marketing study showed this had more sales appeal, not only 
in France but also abroad. 

Design and development of the Voxan V-twin engine has 
been entrusted to Sodemo, a leading French R&D house which 
also constructs Renault's works Rally and SuperTouring cars, 
including the Lagunas with which F-1’s Team Williams current- 
ly leads the British Touring Car Championship in Britain. 

Sodemo boss Bernard Mange has, however, employed for- 
mer Peugeot F1 engine-design staff to produce a liquid-cooled 
72-degree V-twin eight-valve engine, with titanium connecting 
rods sitting side by side on a common crankpin - but with no 
balance shaft. Considering that the last 72-degree V-twin to 
make it into volume production, the Morini, didn't vibrate 
unduly, Voxan's assertion that a counterbalancer isn't needed 
has credence. 

The Voxan engine shares the same 98 x 66mm dimensions as 
Ducati's world champion superbike and the new Honda and 
Suzuki 90-degree V-twins, even if, at present, Voxan insists 
there are no plans to build an out-and-out sportbike - although 
large 39.2mm inlet valves and 33.8mm exhausts hint at the kind 
of deep breathing a superbike would need. Total included 

l valve angle is very flat, at just 21 degrees, while each four-valve 
cylinder head has chain-driven double overhead camshafts, 
with the cylinders mirror-imaged like on the Honda VTR1000, 
to reduce manufacturing costs, as well as to permit a central air-

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box located between the cylinders and fed by a single ram-air 
duct under the headlight. 

Sodemo has extensive experience in EFI from its car R&D 
operation, and has developed its own fully mapped, sophisti- 
cated fuel-injection system for the Voxan, using a mixture of 
Bosch and Marelli hardware run by its own CPU, with a single 
injector per cylinder. 

Alternative gearboxes are under development - a six-speed- 
er for the roadster and: sport tourer, five-speed for the cruiser. 
Output for the 1000cc version is just under 100 hp at 9000 rpm, 
but with a very strong torque output of 72.3 ft.-Ib. at about 5000 
rpm. The 1240cc cruiser engine will make the same power, but 
with even more huge torque of 94 ft.-Ib. at just 3500 rpm. 

While the V-twin engine is surely capable of being tuned to 
make considerably more power, with production initially 
aimed primarily at the French market where there's a 100 bhp 
horsepower ceiling, that's all the Voxan range will be launched 
with - for now. But Voxan does envisage building an unrestrict- 
ed version from the second year of production onward. For key 
export markets like Germany 
and such, expect 120-130 bhp at 
9500 rpm for the power-up mod- 
els. 

Voxan will use a modular 
chassis design for all its bikes, 
produced by former French 
500/250cc GP constructor Alain 
Chevallier, who has penned a 
distinctive twin-tube backbone 
frame, using two large-diameter 
(60mm section) steel tubes bolt- 
ed to steering head and rear 
engine mount alloy castings 
(welded-up fabrications only in 
the prototype pictured in the 
attached photo). 

The chassis uses the V-twin 
engine as a fully-stressed inte- 
gral frame member, with the air 







filter for the EFI mounted within the steering-head casting. 
Upside-down forks and twin large-diameter front discs are 
used, with a horizontal rear shock located under the engine 
(one reason why the Voxan's 72-degree V-twin engine is dry- 
sump, with the oil tank incorporated in the rear chassis casting, 
is to make room for this), "worked by а rising-rate linkage off 
the alloy swingarm - this pivots in the crankcases, Ducati- (and 
Honda-) style. With a 56.7-inch wheelbase, the 72-degree Voxan 
roadster's size is close to the 90-degree Honda VTR1000 sport- 
bike (56.3), with the 4.8-gallon fuel tank centrally located 
behind the engine, under the seat. The fake tank contains the 
airbox, as well as a document/tool receptacle. 

Target weight for the production roadster is 418 pounds dry, 
while the all-important and apparently very distinctive (but not 
bizarre!) styling has been entrusted to one of the several French 


. stars of the two-wheeled design field, Sacha Lakic - designer of 


the Bimota Mantra and before that a succession of Boxer Bike 
specials. 

Target selling price for the Voxan 1000 Roadster is 80,000 
francs (about $14,000), and Gardette says he's aware that for 
this price, quality of manufacture and components is para- 
mount - expect lots of carbon fiber, and a high level of finish. 
Voxan's Clermont factory is already under construction, but 
manufacture will be along Aprilia lines, with Voxan assembling 
the bikes from components sourced out-of-house, to its specifi- 
cation. Gardette aims to produce between 500 and 1000 bikes 
per year, starting early in 1998. It's some indication of how seri- 
ous a venture this is, that not only is Michelin a partner in the 
enterprise, but former 500cc GP rider Marc Fontan has given up 
his successful job running KTM France to join Voxan as com- 
mercial director, responsible for selling the new range in France 
and abroad. 














Goin' to California... 

One model right in the sights of the big- 
ger-engined Voxan will be the Moto 
Guzzi California, Europe's longest-lived 
custom cruiser, which the Italian factory 
is producing this year in a silver/red 
limited edition of 750 individually num- 
bered bikes, to commemorate its 75th 
anniversary. Never mind that this 
anniversary actually took place in 1996. 
When you started building bikes back in 
1921 and are enjoying a revitalized lease 
on life under new management, who's 
counting? 

Guzzi sales rose by 21 percent in 
1996, and the company's paid-up capital 
has just been increased from 5 billion to 
12 billion lire (up to around $7.5 million) 
by the American publicly traded hold- 
ing company Trident Rowan Group, 
who last January spent $6 million 
acquiring a 20-percent shareholding in 
Moto Guzzi. 

This capital investment will under- 
write the continued expansion of Italy's 
oldest bike maker, and following on the 
TPG acquisition of a controlling interest 
in Ducati, underlines the current attrac- 
tion of prestige European motorcycle 
marques to American financial institu- 
tions. Maybe one of them would like to 
take a serious look at Norton - surely the 
richest potential corporate prize left on 
two wheels for any investment house? 


Tigcraft says four 

British chassis specialists Tigcraft has a 
solid record of success in the supermono 
field, with worldwide recognition of its 
single-cylinder frame expertise. So far, 
though, except for a run of Yamaha 
TDM twins and the fitting of the Folan 
V-twin motor in its supermono frames, 
the Farnborough-based firm has built 
only four-stroke singles - until now. 

Using the same large-diameter steel- 
tube twin-spar format featured on the 
latest Tigcraft singles, constructor Dave 
Pearce is currently putting the finishing 
touches to his first four-cylinder chassis 
design - for the Honda CBR600 motor. 

“The CBR600 has been in production 
for the best part of the last decade, and 
there are tens of thousands of potential 
donor bikes available cheaply around 
the world that will allow a customer to 
build an Open-class four-stroke racer 
that'll be cost-effective to construct and 
to run competitively," says Pearce, 
who's already received orders for the 
Tigcraft CBR from the United States and 
Britain, where supersport homologation 
rules don't apply at club racing level, to 
save argument and cost. 

Fitted with Honda RS250 forks and a 
CBR900RR swingarm, with an Ohlins 
shock using Tigcraft's rising-rate link- 
age, the prototype bike has ram-air 
induction to a sealed airbox, fitted with 
a modified version of Tigcraft's distinc- 
tive supermono bodywork. Target 
weight in race form is 308 pounds, but 
though the first bikes to be ordered are 
all racers, Pearce says he's planning to 
build a street version, too. 

"The stock Honda's a great bike, but 
it’s built to a budget,” he says. "It's 
heavier than it needs to be, and the com- 
ponents are volume production parts. 
We're taking the best bit, which is the 
engine, and giving it the rolling chassis 
it deserves - but for less than half the 
price of a Bimota YB9.” Interested? Con- 
tact Tigcraft by fax at 011-44-1252- 
372649 for more details.

less than a month later, on February 18, it stood at AS 778.90 - representing a 32-per- 
' cent increase in less than three months - a nice profit for speculators, as well as 
those who had enough faith in the company's future to back its revival with hard 
cash. 

KTM's cash-rich position had an immediate effect, enabling the current World 
Open MX champions to purchase a controlling interest in Dutch suspension special- 
ists WP. Born out of the old White Power company after the founding partners split 
up some time back, WP has been KTM's principal suspension supplier for many 
years, so this is a strategic acquisition which makes sense. WP's successful involve- 
ment in car racing - where they suspended Michael Schumacher to an F-1 World 

; Championship with Benetton - will continue, but expect WP products to appear on 
more rather than less competing European marques in future. KTM is a prime 
mover of the informal agreement among European manufacturers to hold costs 
down by consolidated joint purchasing with suppliers - and now they own one of 
the most important ones. 

The prototype KTM LC8 V-twin has now been revealed to have been in existence 
for the past four years - only up until now, it's been called a Folan! Designer Lars 
Nilsson was one of the group of Husqvarna engineers who declined the move south 
to Bologna when the Swedish off-road specialist was acquired by Cagiva back in 
1986. Five of them founded Husaberg, to make lightweight off-road four-strokes, 
while Nilsson began his own engine R&D house, Folan, and played a large part in 
the design of the compact Husaberg SOHC engine, production of which began in 
1989 using cylinders and other parts supplied by Folan. Nilsson then developed a 
liquid-cooled eight-valve 60-degree V-twin motor using the same cylinders and 
chain-driven SOHC heads as the Husaberg, 20 of which have been built to date for 
use in Sidecar MX and BEARS/BoTT racing. 

The fact that the engine is small and light enough (under 90 pounds in race form, 
with six-speed gearbox) to be fitted to the Tigcraft twin-spar alloy frames used by 
Folan for its supermono racers, indicates how ideal it could be for off-road use - at 
least with some development. 

Since KTM's purchase of Husaberg in 1994, its engineers have been working on 
refining the Folan V-twin for production, adding an electric start, a proper oil pump 
and a balance shaft to the dry-sump engine, as well as experimenting with both 
twin-cam and single-cam four-valve cylinder heads. Nilsson himself started work 
on the twin-cam head design as a consultant for Husaberg back in '94, a project lent 
added urgency by FIM moves to restrict the 250cc Enduro class to four-strokes only. 

Husaberg see this as a natural market for its existing, compact, light engine, but 
its single-cam head wouldn't be able to cope with the five-figure revs a 250cc four- 
stroke will require, hence the twin-cam project - which has now been adapted to the 
KTM LCS. 

But even in this up-rated guise, the KTM V-twin prototype engine is understood 
to weigh well under 132 pounds, making around 80 bhp in the hard-enduro form in 
which KTM plans to debut its V-twin engine in October 1998 at the Cologne Show. 

And for sure, after the success of the Duke four-stroke single street rod, a road- 
ster version of the LC8 figures in KTM's plans for the next millennium. 








Del Monte Ducati? 
TPG has followed up the addition of Ducati to its corporate portfolio - currently 
ranging from Californian vineyards to Continental Airlines - by purchasing a large 
chunk of the giant Del Monte Foods Co., America's largest supplier of canned fruits 
and vegetables.

One of the more successful one-make classes to have been run at International level 
in recent years was the Ducati 900SS Supercup series organized by Rome-based 
Techna Racing at the European rounds of the 1995 World Superbike series.

final round in Las Vegas in three weeks.

I’m still 
pinching myself that I won this thing. 

“I knew that when I came here I had 
to be mentally strong and when it 
rained some people wanted it canceled 
but I thought, ‘Come on, let's do it’,” 
Emig continued. “I was confident that I 
could get some more points, but with 
Jeremy being such a great supercross 
rider you can never have enough of a 
points lead - if I had. a 24-point lead 
going into Vegas it wouldn't be enough. 
There's a lot of prestige with winning 
the final round and I want it. It's going 
to be hot there and the hotter it is, the 
better I perform against the competi- 
tion" 

McGrath was understandably less 
enthusiastic about the turn of events in 
the tumultuous main event. 

“(Michael) Craig pushed me out to 
the outside in the first corner and I ran 
into Buddy (Antunez) and got into a big 
pileup,” McGrath said. “I’m happy with 
the way I rode, I caught up a long ways 
but the situation sucks. I was swapping 
all over the place to catch up but it was 
just one of those deals. I'm 13 points 
down now, so I've just go to win in 
Vegas and hope something happens to 
Emig. You can't control a crash like that 
really - it sucks that I got pushed out, 
but what are you going to do. I rode 


good. It just so happens that Jeff won 
and he rode a good race." 

McGrath's Suzuki/1-800-Collect 
teammate Greg Albertyn picked up his 
fifth podium finish of the year by finish- 
ing second to Emig after starting just 
inside the top 10. 

“1 arrived late to the start, which was 
very unprofessional," Albertyn said. "So 
I had the last pick on the gate and came 
out in about ninth after (Damon) Huff- 
man fell in front of me. I felt really com- 
fortable out there so I just started pick- 











ing guys off. It didn't seem like the guys 
in front of me were going that fast at all 
so I caught and passed them no prob- 
lem. I actually thought (Larry) Ward 
was in second and I caught and passed 
him and Тап (Harrison, Albertyn's 
mechanic) gave me the pit board saying 
I was second, so I knew somebody 
(Emig) was way ahead." 

Team Honda of Troy's Mike Craig 
had to go to the main out of a semi but 
rode well and finished third, his best 
250cc supercross finish of the year. 

“In my heat, I went out and didn't do 
any double jumps and I was taking all 
the inside lines - which was the slow 
line," Craig explained. "So I went from 
second to sixth. So I was glad 1 got to 
ride the semi to figure out the track. I 
didn't get that good of a start in the 
main and about halfway through I was 
having trouble with my goggles and 
Albee got me so I threw them away. I 
tried to stay behind Albee and when I 
crossed the line I didn't know where I 
was. When I pulled off they told me I 
was third and I was like, ^whoa.'" 

Team Chaparral/Yamaha's Jimmy 
Button fared well in the mud and fin- 
ished fifth behind McGrath, while Team 
Honda of Troy's Mike Kiedrowski took 
sixth after running as high as second 
midrace. Team Suzuki/MSR's Mike 
LaRocco moved up from 17th on the 
first lap to snag seventh at the finish 
while Team Manchester Honda Rac- 
ing/ AXO's Damon Bradshaw finished 
an uneventful eighth; ditto for Yamaha's 
Ezra Lusk who finished ninth. 

Team Kawasaki/Thor's Ryan Hugh- 
es ran second to Emig for much of the 
main until he tried to triple a jump sec- 





tion following Emig and came up short, 
slowing his charge. After a few more 
trips to the muddy stadium floor, Hugh- 
es finally ended up 10th. Team Chapar- 
ral/Yamaha's Phil Lawrence finished 
11th, followed by HoT's Larry Ward, 
Xtreme/FMF's Anthony Pocorobba Jr., 
SMP/Pro Circuit's Grayson Goodman 
and Washougal MX/Tom Morgan Rac- 
ing's Ryan Huffman. 

Hughes pulled the holeshot in the 
first 250cc heat ahead of Craig, 
Thor/Honda/Primal Impulse's Buddy 














Antunez, McGrath, and Husaberg/ 
UFO's Guy Cooper. LaRocco got stuck 
in the gate and started last. Cooper sur- 
prised many by passing McGrath in the 
first, slick whoop section to take over 
third, but by the end of the lap McGrath 
held the position behind Craig with 
Cooper fourth. 

McGrath hopped into second when 
Craig cased the finish-line jump on the 
beginning of lap two, while Antunez 
and Lusk went by Cooper in the follow- 
ing section of whoops. As Craig and 
Antunez were scrapping over third, 
Lusk moved up on the duo and passed 
them both at the beginning of the sixth 
lap. 

Up front, McGrath finally passed 
Hughes in a corner with the two making 
contact. 

“I just slid into Ryno and there was 
nothing I could do,” McGrath 
explained. “I was just trying to stay on 
two wheels and have fun.” 

At the finish it was McGrath taking 
the win followed by Hughes, with Lusk 
and Antunez hanging on to the final 
transfer spots. Going to the semi was 
fifth-placed LaRocco, Craig in sixth, 
Moto XXX/O'Neal/HSKS of Ocala's 
Brian Swink in seventh and Kawasaki's 
Damon Huffman in eighth. Cooper fin- 
ished 11th after stalling the big four- 
stroke late in the race. 

Kiedrowski and Emig went in to the 
first turn of the second heat side by side, 
with Button, Ward, Holland and 
Lawrence in tow. Emig and Kiedrowski 
went back and forth for the first lap with 
Emig finally securing the lead over the 
finish-line jump. Emig ran off with the 
win from there, while Kiedrowski held a 
close second until a trip into the hay 
bales dropped him to sixth. 

Ward assumed second, where he 
would finish, and Lawrence held third. 
Albertyn had a good charge coming on 
from the middle of the pack to ultimate- 
ly pass Lawrence for third over the fin- 
ish-line jump. Lawrence’s luck got 
worse as he fell in the whoops, giving 
Kiedrowski the fourth and final transfer 
to the main. Lawrence ended up fifth, 
with Button, Ryan Huffman, Holland, 
and F&S Suzuki/Barr’s Competition’s 
Cliff Palmer in ninth. 

Cooper looked to have the holeshot 
in the first semi but slid wide and 








crashed, handing the lead spot to a duel- 
ing Huffman and Craig. Swink, 
Pocorobba and GFI/Wiseco’s Yoshitaka 
Atsuta were also in the hunt off the gate. 
Craig made a pass stick on Huffman 
for the lead on lap two and Huffman 
hung close to take second at the check- 
ers. Pocorbba maintained third to the 
finish but behind him, LaRocco was on 
the move and battled with Swink before 
taking over fourth for good on lap two. 
Swink finished fifth to transfer, and just 
missing out were Goodman and Cooper 
in sixth and seventh, respectively. 
Button put his YZ into the lead in the 
second semi, followed by a battling 
Palmer and Swink, Bradshaw, Lawrence 
and Holland. Ryan Huffman moved into 
second on the first lap but a crash in the 
rhythm section saw him drop to seventh. 
Lawrence moved into second and 
hung on, finishing behind his teammate 
Button. Bradshaw worked his way past 
Kame’s Sports/Xtreme’s Mike Katin Jr. 
and Palmer to take third by the finish. 
Palmer went to the main in fourth and 


Holland barely held off a charging Ryan- 


Huffman at the finish to earn the final, 
fifth-place ticket out of the semi to the 
main event. 

Goodman, Ryan Huffman and Coop- 
er waged war for the final two transfer 
positions in the last chance qualifier. 
Goodman and Ryan Huffman stuffed 
each other a few times which gave 
Cooper some opportunity to catch up, 
but the two finished one-two respective- 
ly, denying Cooper and his. Husaberg 
four-stroke a trip to the main (see 
Briefly...). 

The track was becoming more and 
more ridable as the night wore on, and 
was actually starting to get a little tacki- 
er by the 250cc main event - except for 
the start straight and first corner which 
was slicker than ever. Emig jumped out 
to a runaway holeshot in the main event 
with Huffman, Hughes, McGrath, 
Kiedrowski and Antunez following 
right behind. As the pack slid up and 
into the first turn, McGrath was 
involved in a pileup that included 
Antunez, LaRocco and Palmer, among 
others, and Huffman went down in a 
separate incident while trying to stay 
with Emig. Huffman injured his wrist 
and retired for the evening. 

McGrath struggled to get his bike

untangled from the pile and resumed in 
14th. Suprisingly, Emig's teammate 
Hughes began to pressure him for the 
lead right away. Kiedrowski was third, 
followed by Button, Bradshaw, Craig, 
Holland and Albertyn. 

On the fourth lap Emig pulled off the 
unthinkable and completed the first 
triple jump of the night on the front sec- 
tion, and Hughes followed suit - except 
Hughes came up short, but somehow 
held on to the second spot. 

“T knew that triple could be done,” 
Emig said. “I had just started jumping 
the double before it out of the corner 
from the inside and I just had so much 
speed, it made sense to jump it. It was 
interesting for the crowd and it was 
probably a little faster.” 

Hughes slid out and crashed near the 
front triples on lap nine, handing 
Kiedrowski second. Button ran in third, 
followed by the now-upright Hughes, 
Craig, Albertyn, Bradshaw, a charging 
McGrath, LaRocco and Ward in 10th. 

Hughes got by Button and then 
Kiedrowski to regain second place on 
lap 12, but another crash, on lap 15 
while trailing leader Emig by 30 sec- 
onds, would ‘drop him to 10th by the 
finish. 

Albertyn and Craig were on the 
move and assumed second and third, 
respectively, as Hughes played in the 
mud. 

Emig continued to triple the front sec- 
tion of jumps and the crowd was loving 
every minute of it, but he nearly flew off 
the track on the landing ramp on lap 17. 
A misty rain that started late in the race 
made the track slicker and riders were 
tossing goggles at every turn. 

McGrath moved past Kiedrowski in 
the rhythm section on lap 18 to secure 
the fourth position, but that’s as far as 
the four-time defending champ could 
get as time ran out. Emig lapped the 
field up to eighth place to take the win, 
with Albertyn, Craig, McGrath and But- 
ton closing out the top five at the finish. 

Kiedrowski finished in sixth, LaRoc- 
co was seventh and Bradshaw eighth. 
Lusk had an uneventful ride to finish 
ninth and Hughes took 10th. CN

26 
evin Windham. There’s really 
nothing more that needs to be 
said about the Western Regional 

2 125cc Supercross Series in 1997. 
Sure Robbie Reynard, David Vuillemin 
and Brian Deegan had their moments, 
but Windham has been the man all season 
long. With a dominant win in Dallas, 
Windham claimed the 125cc title just a 
week after his first career 250cc win in 
Charlotte. Count on him racing in the 
250cc class next season. 

What made Windham’s win all the 
more impressive was the way he lapped 
all the way up to fourth place on his 
Alley Semar-tuned YZ125. 

“This is just wonderful,” Windham 
said. “Last year went awesome for me 
and it just doesn’t get any better than 
this. Last year, this year, I could win a 
million of these things and be just as 
happy. I’ve worked so hard all year long 
to achieve this ultimate goal and it’s 
wonderful. My bike is pulling most every 
holeshot. I don’t even need to get the 
jump off the gate and my Yamaha is 
pulling me to the front. And I’m one of 
the heavier guys in the class at 185 
pounds. I just shift to third and let her 


go.” 
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Team Primal Impulse/ 
Honda’s Robbie Reynard had a 
mathematical shot at the title as 
he went into the Dallas round 19 
points behind Windham, but it 
wasn't to be as the Oklahoman 
finished second in both the race 
and the point standings. 

“T felt like I rode the mud 
pretty good today,” Reynard 
said. “I didn’t ever feel like I 
was out of control. I had a pretty good 
start behind Windham and he slid up 
into the first corner with me on the out- 
side and I was a sitting duck - three 
guys slammed me and I just tried to stay 
up. I just kept on charging. I’m just 
going to keep on training and get better. 
I would have liked to be number one in 
the series but at least I made a full sea- 
son without injuries, so that’s an 
improvement. I just hope to win it next 
year, Kevin's going to be gone and I’m 
the next one in line.” 

Team Honda of Troy’s Casey Lytle 
finished third, his highest supercross 
placing yet. The California-born teenager 
got a great start and held second for most 
of the race before giving way to Reynard. 

"I'm not really used to mud so this 
was an experience for me,” Lytle said. “I 
got to the gate late so I lost my good pick 
on the gate. I started way to the outside 
and it was all or nothing. I left it on 
through the first corner, someone hit me 
and knocked me into the turn and I came 
out in second. Reynard caught me and 
just I wanted to hang on for a podium 
finish, my first of the year and my career. 
This is what I’ve been working for all 
year." 

Lytle ripped the holeshot in the first 
125cc heat race followed by Primal 
Impulse/Honda's Shaun Perolio, 
Kawasaki of Mexico /Tecate's Pedro

Gonzalez, F&S Kawasaki/Fox's Mike 
Metzger and the rest of the sliding pack. 

Meanwhile, Reynard jumped into the 
lead midway through the first lap and 
rode the remaining five laps uncontested 
to the win. Lytle went down, dropped a 
few positions, but eventually worked 
back up to third behind Perolio. Perolio 
had a scare when he came up short while 
doubling one of the triples, but he recov- 
ered to hold second place - the same 
couldn't be said for Chaparral/Yamaha's 
Michael Brandes, who came up short and 
consequently finished 18th. 

Suzuki Sport/Pit Pro/FMF's Chris 
Wheeler moved up to fourth through the 
pack, followed by Thousand Oaks 
Kawasaki/Pro Circuit's Rusty Holland, 
Noleen/Pro Flex's Anthony Amaradio, 
Chaparral/Yamaha's Travis Preston, 
American Suzuki/Pro Circuit's Jiri 
Dostal, and Gonzalez, who held on for 
the ninth and final transfer spot. 

The second heat was all Windham 
when he ran off with the holeshot with 
Suzuki Sport/Pit Pro/FMF's Tyler 
Evans, SMP/Oakley's Grayson Good- 
man and Moto XXX/O’Neal’s Brian Dee- 
gan close behind. Windham pulled out a 
19-second lead by the end of the first lap 
and ran off to the checkers from there. 

Deegan worked up to second place on 
lap three while FMF/Xtreme's Cory 
Keeney slid off the track while running 


































fourth, losing a lap in the process. Pro 
Circuit/SplitFire/Kawasaki's Casey 
Johnson moved up to third at the finish 
(after running as low as ninth) despite 
being chased by Clawson Motorsports / 
Enzo's Jeff Pestana. Goodman and SMP 
teammate Tommy Clowers Jr. finished 
fifth and sixth, respectively. 

American Suzuki/R&S Racing- 
backed Ryan Clark's good start helped 
him nab seventh, with Kawasaki of Mex- 
ico/Tecate's Erick Vallejo eight. Evans 
splashed to ninth and went straight to 
the main. 

Noleen/Pro Flex's Jeff Willoh 
holeshot the last chance qualifier, crashed 
doubling one of the triples, but held on 
for second behind Metzger.

Deegan got a good jump and looked 
to have the holeshot in the 125cc feature 
until Windham hit third gear and walked 
away to the first corner. Lytle came out 
in second with Clowers, Perolio, Holland 
and Gonzalez giving chase. Johnson and 
Reynard, who were ninth and 10th after 
the completion of the first lap, began to 
claw through the pack. 

Windham had a five-second lead over 
second-placed Lytle by lap two. Perolio 
had moved around Clowers for third in 
the corner before the finish line. Reynard 
was on the move, battling with Perolio 
for third on lap four before making the 
pass stick in the whoops before the finish 
line on lap five. 

By lap 10 of 15, it appeared as though 
Windham might possibly put the entire 
field a lap down as he had already 
lapped Preston in sixth. Reynard moved 
into second with the Honda rider now 
trailing Windham by 18 seconds. 

Windham eventually lapped up to 
fourth place, pulling off three heel-click- 
ers on the last lap to take his fifth win of 
the seven-race series to sew up the cham- 
pionship. Reynard and Lytle finished 
second and third, respectively. Perolio 
was fourth and Holland fifth. Metzger 
made a charge through the pack to finish 
sixth after finishing the first lap in 14th. 

Preston finished seventh, followed by 
Clowers, Pestana, and Gonzalez, in 10th. 
Deegan dropped back to 11th with 
Dostal, Vallejo, Johnson, Davis, Amara- 
dio, Duff, Clark, Wheeler and Goodman 
closing out the top 20. €N

Briefly... 





The rain that began on Friday caused the regular practice ses- 
sions to be canceled for the day and limited Saturday's practice 
session to: one 10-minute session.for each group of riders. Most 
of the track was covered with tarps on Friday as the rain contin- 
ued through early Saturday, but the track was still а sloppy.mess. 
With rain predicted ѓог.Іаќег: that evening, many were comparing 
the event to the Dallas Supercross іп '95 where rain turned the 
race into a mudfest (Doug Henry won his first 250cc Supercross 
as a member of Team Honda that year). There was also the 
chance that the event would have to be canceled or modified due 
to the situation, but the raim didn't show again until.the 125cc 
main event was already in progress. Even then it fell only in the 
form of a slight mist, permitting the show to: run as planned. “I 
don't want to have to modify tonight's schedule unless absolutely 
'necessary," said the AMA's Duke Finch on Saturday after- 
noon. "At 3:15; the riders are going to take а walk-through and at 
3:45 each group (a total of four) will get a 10-minute practice ses- 
sion. We have two extra scorers to keep track of the riders. Can- 
cellation is not even in our vocabulary.” Surprisingly, the track 
didn't: rut-up as badly as might be expected, but instead became a 
greasy combination of puddles. and slop.. Not surprisingly, nearly 
-every rider in both. classes hit.the ground at least once over the 
course of the night. No one attempted the two triple jumps on the 
circuit, instead opting to double them, until the 250cc main event 
where winner Jeff Emig started to triple one set. His teammate 
Ryan Hughes tried it once while pressuring Emig for the-lead, 
but came up short and nearly crashed. 


The mud.and muck on the track was so bad that Dirt Wurx, the 
track construction and maintenance. crew, was forced to clean out 
every single starting gate between motos to ensure that they 
would not stick or be impaired. 


Most ‘of the factory teams, factory support teams and privateers 
were running hand guards in an effort to combat the roost-and- 
crash muck that accumulated in the muddy conditions. Coarse 
foam was packed in every nook and cranny of most of the com- 
petitors" bikes to keep the mud-weight to a minimum, and liberal 
amounts of cooking oils, silicone sprays or oil lubricants were 
applied to the bikes for the same reason and to aid in post-race 
cleanup: 


The Team Kawasaki bikes of Jeff Emig, Ryan Hughes and 
Damon Huffman were, by far, the most prepared bikes in the pits 
for the muddy situation at hand. Aside from the tricks used above, 
mechanics. Brian Lunniss (Damon Huffman), Ron Wood (Ryan 
Hughes) and Jeremy Albrecht (Jeff Emig) installed solid rotors (no 
slots. or holes for more surface area) for better braking and pad

life, larger radiators for increased cooling efficiency under the 
mud-induced heavy loads, full-waffle grips and-more foam than 
imaginable.. Mazola corn oil was their non-stick spray of choice. 


Speaking of factory bike trickery, Team Yamaha's Ezra Lusk has 
been using a handlebar-mounted switch that controls two sepa- 
rate timing curves - one for starts and one for the rest of the race. 
It basically looks like the bike has two ignition switches on it. 
“He's been using it for about half of the series," Lusk's mechanic 
Steve Butler reported: Some of the other factory teams tested 
similar setups earlier in the year, but have since stopped using 
them. 


Team Kawasaki/Shift's Jeff Emig was the winner of the 1-900- 
Pro-Race Holeshot Award in the 250cc class and picked up

Being 
in a wheelchair hasn’t slowed him down 
as much as it should have. He still puts 
in 17-hour days and most of those hours 
are devoted to racing. Making his team 
better, making his riders better, making 
himself better. 

It isn’t easy being Wayne Rainey; it 
never was, it never will be. He possesses 
that defect in his personality known as 
perfectionism. It must be viewed as a 
defect only because he lives in an imper- 
fect world that he can no longer control 
as he did when he was winning three 
500cc World Championships in a row, 
and nearly four. 

“Riding for me is both a blessing and 
curse,” he believes, and he means it. He 
asks of others what he asked of himself 
and cannot understand why you would 
want to give less. “He’s the most amaz-

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ing person I've ever met,” says his team 
manager and good friend Tim O'Sulli- 
van, whose previous vocation involved 
dealing on a regular basis with brain 
surgeons. No one ever beat Wayne 
Rainey by outworking him and they 
never will. 

Every year brings a new challenge. 
First it was winning championships as a 
rider. Next it was winning champi- 
onships as a team owner. He started 
slowly, but soon found himself in a 
very high-stakes rivalry with Kenny 
Roberts, a friend he considers a brother. 
Now that Roberts has moved on to his 
own project, Rainey is the standard- 
bearer for Yamaha and his job is to 
restore the factory to the glory that he 
afforded it as a rider. It won't be easy. 
But for Wayne Rainey, it never is. 

Let's start with Marlboro. What hap- 
pened to the sponsorship? 


There's a few different stories I’ve heard 
from each different guy, three different 
Marlboro guys. But the one I think I 
have to rely on is that there was a bud- 
get cut, because that was the most senior 
guy that told me that. That came on the 
20th of January. The 20th was a Mon- 
day. They said there was a budget cut 
on Friday. 
And they called you up and said... 
No, I was just making my weekly call. I 
usually make one on Monday, one on 
Wednesday, and one on Friday. And 
that was my Monday call. And it was 
like 6 o'clock their time in the evening. I 
guess they weren't even going to tell me 
that day either. 
When they called, did they tell you at 
the time that it was a budget thing? 
The guy who told me didn't know why. 
He was just told that there's nothing 
there for you. And so I called the higher- 














ups and asked what happened. They 
said, "Well, we had a budget cut." "You 
guys just recently had one?" "Yeah, 
we're sorry." So I didn't have much time 
to think about it. I had a team to put 
together so I was on an airplane the next 
day to Japan. 

What did Yamaha say? 

They, officially, I don't think have ever 
been told by Marlboro that there's been 
a separation. They were pretty upset 
about it because I had told them all 
along that Norick (Abe) looks good and 
there was never any question about that. 
That budget for Norick always came 
from (Phillip Morris) Lausanne 
(Switzerland). Because that was my 
(Tetsuya) Harada budget that was there 
the year before and that budget didn't 
change, the numbers on that. The only 
thing that we were trying to put togeth- 
er was the second rider. And I believe 
that what Marlboro was trying to do 
was get the second-rider program sorted 
out. Kenny (Roberts) and I just didn’t 





know all the way through if we were 
going to have sponsorship. We were 
talking weekly too. So they started 
throwing (Jean-Michel) Bayle’s name 
around with me and a proposal with 
Bayle at the beginning of January. I 
didn't like that so much because I 
thought that was Kenny's only leverage 
he had to keep his sponsorship. So I 
refused to speak to Bayle about it. When 
they made the decision, Kenny didn't 
know either if he was going to have it or 
not. I think Yamaha coming on board 
just shows that they're serious about 
Grand Prix racing. It was a big push on 
their part to keep the team going and 
just get on with it. 

Was there any chance that they could 
have just said, "No, we can't afford it." 
They could have very easily, I think, if 
they would have had some more teams 
to choose from. We had never ever 
geared up for NO from Marlboro. We 
just kept planning like the Marlboro 
thing was going to happen. And when it 
didn't happen they were pretty much in 
a corner. It was either do it or we have 
to stay home. Within 15 minutes of me 
being there they did it. 

When did you decide on the second 
rider? 

About half an hour after that meeting. I 
had told them, being so late, we need a 
second rider. And they weren't really 
gung-ho on a second rider. And then I 
told them the problem that I've been 
having for the last couple of years is 
having one rider and not having a back- 
up for the riders to have some kind of 
rivalry in the team to push each other. 
And I said the only guy I'd really want 
to put in there would be Sete (Gibernau) 
because of the job he did for us on the 
250, and he's a good-size kid and he 
speaks very good English and we'll 
bring him on to test. They agreed with 
that philosophy and so far it works well. 
Did your money last year come from 
Marlboro Italy? 

Loris's (Capirossi) money did, not Hara- 
da's. Harada's came from Lausanne, 
which was (Norick) Abe's budget. 
What do you think the team has to 
offer to Marlboro? 

The Yamaha factory effort. Abe, myself. 
It's a good image. 

What is it they get by sponsoring you? 
Do they want to win races or do they 
want to sell cigarettes? 

I don't know. I think when I raced for 
them they wanted to be on TV. Okay, 
after my accident they haven't been on 
TV much and I think that's the philoso- 
phy behind Phillip Morris, they want to 
be racing for the top three and that's 
what we were hoping to do with Abe 
this year is to get him up on the podium 
because this is his third year. Abe's a 
young kid, he's flashy, he's fun to watch, 
he's exciting. If you look at Mick Doohan, 
he's not real exciting, but he wins. But 
you can pretty much write down what 
he's going to say each time and with 
these young guys coming up it's exciting 
and it's a good image for Marlboro to get 
in behind. You've got the factory effort 
and you've got my experience and you 
have these young guys. I think there was 
quite a lot to offer. I don't know what 
else you can offer. 

Maybe someone who speaks English? 
(Abe) does speak English. In Malaysia 
we did a Marlboro press conference and 
he spoke English there. I told him if 
you're going to do this thing, if you 
want to have a better chance for your 
career, you have to speak English. He 
did it. He was nervous. When I asked 
him, his first comments were in Japan- 
ese, then he changed them to English. 
He's making an effort at it. 








There was also a story that Marlboro 
came back to you at some point. 

Well, it wasn't Lausanne, it wasn't 
Switzerland that came back. They've 
always been in charge of sponsorship, 
they've always been the center of the 
world. It's getting a bit tougher for the 
Europeans now. The Asian people came 
back, Malaysia, Indonesia, and Japan. 
They still wanted to keep the relation- 
ship with Yamaha and myself and 
Norick. So we did a deal with them. 

But it wasn't for full sponsorship for 
this year. Lausanne didn't want to 
sponsor the whole team for this year 
and next? 

I don't know where Lausanne stood on 
the whole thing. All I know is that I said 
no to them because they came to us two 
weeks before the first race. They made a 
decision January 20th and I haven't 
looked back. I’ve gotten trucks painted, 
everything's done. 

What did they offer you two weeks 
before the first race? 





It was the Asian group that came to us. 
And they said, ‘Hey, we want you.’ You 
guys were involved in the decision. 
They were? 

That's what I thought. They didn't 
know about it. Not at all. They still want 
to keep that going. They're enthusiastic, 
they want me to work on their Indone- 
sian program. Right now they like what 
they're hearing and they like what we're 
doing. 

So that's why they're sponsoring you 
in Indonesia and Malaysia. 

Right. 

Any reason why they're not here (at 
Suzuka)? 

Japan is its own market. There's a Euro- 
pean branch that does worldwide spon- 
sorship. And so then Malaysia and 
Indonesia are out of Hong Kong and 
they wanted that relationship. They 
didn't say no, they wanted it. And Japan 
is its own market. It's not part of any- 
thing else. It's like a third party. 

Let's go back to last year. When the 
year started it was full of promise. You 


` spent the winter with Loris Capirossi. 








It didn't work out as well as everyone 
had hoped. What went wrong? 

I think there was a variety of things. 
One, Loris, he was World Champion in 
his first two years. He went from being 
a working man every day to being 
World Champion status and he missed 
a few years of labor, what the real 
world's really like, and the team catered 
to him before and pretty much took care 
of everything. Coming to my team, 
being with me, I was used to doing my 
own program. I trained my way, I 
developed a certain way, and it made 
me really strong. And when he came to 
my team it all worked really good, he 
understood the whole thing. But then he 
had a few accidents. I think he fell off 
nine times and some weren't his fault, 
some were. I think when he went home 
the star status wasn't as strong as it used 
to be and he started lashing out. I wasn't 
used to that. I was used to bearing down 
and reaching inside myself to find a lit- 
tle extra to pull out, but one thing that 


I've learned since my accident is that I 
did it my way and nobody else does and 
I see why I was successful. Most of these 
young guys come up, they get paid a lot 
of money and they don't want to work 
at it. And he had to reach inside to go 
find out what was wrong, and that's 
something I'm not going to push. I want 
a guy that's going to come to the team 
and wants to work at it. And that's what 
I've got with my two riders now - I feel 
that they're working hard. I think Loris 
just..he was worried about his career. 
Second or third year not thinking that 
he was going to be as sought out after as 
he was before. The beginning of the year 
was great, everything was on a roll. We 
had some good results. But in the end 
you could just see the fire going down. I 
wasn't used to that. I didn't really know 
how to respond to that because me 
being a racer was always wide open or 
nothing. It was completely different for 
me to do this. 

He wasn't happy with the way the 
team was run? 

I don't know if it was so much the way 








it was run as what he felt he needed out 
of the team as far as bike setup. He 
didn't really lash out at me so much. 
Every time I was hearing rumors about 
him being unhappy, he'd say, 'No 
Wayne, everything is fine.’ But he was 
afraid to confront me, I guess. And then 
we'd read in the press, especially after 
he left, that the team didn't do what he 
wanted. It's hard to get the team to do 
what you want if you don't tell the guy 
who can make the changes. So, he 
wasn't honest with me at all. 

What did he want? Anything specific? 
All I know is that he wasn't happy with 
his mechanics. I went over each guy 
and he said, ‘No problem, no problem." 
I didn't know at that time that he'd 
already made a decision to leave. This 
was a couple of races towards the end 
of the year. I'd seen that there was a 
change and I was trying to get out of 
him what he needed. He had a deal 
with Aprilia that was a certain amount 
of money for three years and he want- 


ed to go back to doing it his way, I 
guess. 

Would you do anything differently? 
No. 

How about with Tetsuya Harada? 

With Harada I could sense the frustra- 
tion in him because of the tire problem. 
Yamaha didn't push that 250 thing real 
hard and I saw that. I could understand 
that, but I didn't understand some of the 
things he was doing on the race track by 
just riding around. I’ve been in those sit- 
uations and I pushed hard, no matter 
how bad it was. And there were times 
that I rode my stuff that it was just 
impossible. But that's me. I can't expect 
that out of everybody. Especially the 
results that I had, from the outside they 
probably look like Wayne's thing was 
pretty good most of the time. But a lot of 
the times on Sunday morning, man, I 
had to suck it up and go after it. 

Do you think that since Harada wasn't 
in the championship he wasn't willing 
to try as hard? 

I was explaining to Harada, we could 
have a tire advantage and we could real- 
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ly make Max (Biaggi) upset if we keep 
pushing that advantage. I said, ‘Hey, 
we're on a tire nobody else has.’ But, 
again, I was thinking that was an ideal 
situation. I was trying to sell it to him 
and it worked, it worked for a while. In 
Indonesia, we won. He just flat out out- 
rode them. Here (at Suzuka), the Miche- 
lin should have been terrible here. He 
was pole position and he was a second 
behind and in three corners he caught 
right up, but Max sucked him in there 
and he fell off. And as soon as he fell off 
and he hurt himself a little bit, he was 
just like, some of the stuff that he was 
telling me is that "Wayne, I've already 
been World Champion. I don't need to 
go out there and prove myself any- 
more." And I said: "Yeah, you do, you 
do. When you're World Champion 
you've got'to keep proving to every- 
body that you're World Champion no 
matter what situation you're in. If it's 


bad, you've got to do the best you can. 


But if you're going to ride around in 
18th, I'm not used to that." I said, “All 
you're doing is hurting your career rid- 
ing around in 18th." 

But the tire choice was a bit controver- 
sial. You tested at Shah Alam, back to 
back, the Dunlops and the Michelins. 
They tested Dunlop in November and in 
December they tested Michelin. I wasn't 
there for that test. He was sold on it. 
Isn't that a track that favors Michelins 
over Dunlops, generally? 

Probably. It's temperature. But 250s 
aren't hard on tires. It's more of a profile 
thing. Dunlop has always been quicker 
than Michelin in the 250 class, even in 
Malaysia. So, after the Malaysian test he 
liked the way the bike turned and he 
thought that there was a lot of promise 
there. 

And he made the choice? 

He didn't have the choice. Yamaha was 
pushing hard for Michelin. And Marl- 
boro and Yamaha were tired of hearing 
about tire problems. Put the same tire 
on as everybody else, and to make 
everything smooth we went with the 
250 tire. But Harada wasn't happy with 
it, honestly wasn't happy with it. But 
again, he could have been. The philoso- 
phy was working for a while until it 
threw him off. Then he wasn't willing to 
work anymore. 

What was the final straw that caused 
him to leave the team? 

He never said, "I'm leaving." I said: 
“Hey, Tetsuya you're riding around. I 
bring all these guys here and we need 
you to put the effort in." And he just 
couldn't do it. And I just said, "Hey, it's 
okay. Why don't you just stay home and 
ГИ put somebody else on the bike. I 
know you're not going to push." I said 
"You've worked hard to get where 
you're at and we'll put somebody else 
on it." I think he was quite happy with 
that. 

You knew at Barcelona that he 
wouldn't be back. 

We had Sete (Gibernau) testing at 
Czecho. His (Harada's) last race was 
Imola. With Tetsuya there was no effort 
left. I had to fulfill the contract, but I 
didn't want a guy out there riding 
around. Especially when we had done 
some tests and I was talking to him and 
I could see that he just gave up and it 
just wasn't worth it to me to watch all 
that. I needed to give somebody a 
chance that was willing to ride it and do 
the best they could and Sete was the 


So the season ends, and you start 
thinking about this year. When did 
you make your rider choices? 

Abe was always there. Everybody 
knew that, Marlboro, Yamaha, myself, 
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Kenny knew that, that Abe was coming 
two, three races from the end of the 
year. We won the last race, but I knew 
something was up because Loris was 
just so distant there. He tested the ‘97 
bike on Monday and I could just tell he 
maybe needed a break. He just wasn't 
the same kid; he was real distant. Then I 
got a fax saying he left the team. That 
kind of surprised me because Loris and 
I were pretty good friends and we'd 
worked good together. He and I never 
had a problem, but then he left. I had 
Abe and we were just wondering who 
the second rider was. 

Who else did you talk to? 

At that stage, the first people Marlboro 
had me talking to was Max (Biaggi). But 
I kind of got in the same position with 
Marlboro with Max as I did with Mick 
(Doohan) and Marlboro. With Mick, 
Kenny had a contract (with Marlboro in 
1995). So I was talking to Mick, and 
Marlboro said we need a letter of intent 
so I got that. I was talking to Mick in '95 
and Kenny had a contract with Marl- 
boro in ’96 already done. It was already 
done. That's why I chased Mick because 
I wasn't taking nothing away from 
Kenny. And Marlboro said you need a 
letter of intent from Mick because he's 
done this a lot to us before. I'm thinking, 
well, that's news to me. So I got a letter 
of intent signed, everything was done. I 
did everything that Marlboro had asked. 
Then Marlboro went to Kenny at the 
very next race and said, "You need Mick 
Doohan." After they had already seen 
everything that I had done. They knew 
that I had him. So that's when they were 
going to give me Loris. And Mick 
stayed at Honda because it got real 
cloudy after that and I just said, "Hey I 
don't want no part of that." It was kind 
of like what happened with Max. They 
said talk to Max. And Max was going: 
"You know Wayne, I hear you talking to 
me and stuff and Marlboro, they're also 
telling me to go race a 250. I'd like to 
ride a 500 but they want to keep me in 
250." They had talked for a month. I felt 
like they were doing the same thing to 
me with Max. They'd say, talk to Max. 








As soon as you hang up the phone, 
they'd say, "No, no, you're going to ride 
a 250." So I said, "Well, what do you 
want me to talk to Max for?" That was 
the thing that was going on that just 
didn't make sense. And they said Max is 
not an option, talk to Luca (Cadalora). 
So at the end of November, beginning of 
December I was talking to Luca. 
Through this, Marlboro comes up and 
Luca wanted a lot of money to ride for 
Marlboro. He figured that there was a 
lot of money there for him, but there 
wasn't. I tried to tell him that. 

You were always critical of Luca, both 
as a teammate and afterward. How 
could you hire him? 

Well, I was talking to him and I was 
telling him why I was critical, which 
was pulling in when things weren't 
right. Or Luca, "What's it going to take 
for you to beat Mick Doohàn?" With 
Luca, I don't hide that fact at all. I 
wasn't real high on Luca. I was really 
excited about Abe. But if it helped to sell 
sponsorship maybe I could work with 
Luca. This was all going to be up front 
with Luca and the stuff I was talking to 
him about, he knew I was critical of that 
stuff. I’m not afraid to tell people. The 
thing is, that I'm a racer still, I can't race 
no more. When I go to a race track I’m 
there to race. And I let everybody 
around me know that we're not here to 
make money and say hi to the crowd, 
we're here to win and everyone's got to 
do their job. And maybe that's where 
I'm different than other people. Maybe I 
push hard and stuff, but I don't think I 
push that hard. But looking back on 
what I did and how I pushed and how I 
got the team to do it a certain way, 
maybe it's a little bit hard on these guys. 
I don't know. 

So how do you change that? 

By example I guess. When I fell off at 
Donington, I had a concussion. I figured 
out a way to race the race and make 
something happen. But most people 
aren't like that. Most people are going to 
go out there and race and go, "Well, if I 
get a good start maybe somebody will 
make a mistake and I'll take advantage 











of it." That's just the way I thought 
about racing. It consumed me and there 
was never any compromise. 

But you can't teach that, can you? 

No you can't, you can't. It's hard. It's 
different now. I was never satisfied. I 
see a lot of young guys coming up and 
their salaries have to be there. For me to 
get motivated by money, I don't need it. 
I enjoy coming to the race track and I 
enjoy trying to help the riders and com- 
ing up with possible scenarios that 
could happen in the race and seeing it 
pan out. I was just talking to Ralf Wald- 
mann yesterday and he was talking 
about his hand and stuff. I said, “Hey, 
Max can make a mistake this year," and 
he made one the very next day. That's 
the way you've got to think. With some 
people you get done talking to them and 
they say, "What's that Rainey talking 
about?" ] don't know. I just look at it a 
lot different than everybody, I guess. 
I've had to tone down some things, arid 
some things I'm not willing to. 

Like what? 

When I'm watching a race, or when I'm 
watching qualifying, and I'll see a look 
on a rider's face, I'm analyzing a situa- 
tion to what I think it is. I'll watch a cor- 
ner and I'll say, "That guy's off-line 
there. Did you see that?" I'll see that 
stuff. It's all so clear to me how it needs 
to be done. But most of the people that I 
have to be around don’t see what I see. 
So sometimes it's frustrating to me that I 
can't be out there doing it and some- 
times I'm pulling fhat in because, it's 
just like if you just did it like this the 
people, riders can't comprehend or 
understand that. There's a lot to this 
analyzing that would take all day. It's 
just that I'm different, I guess. 

Can you accept what you have to 
accept? And for how long? 

Yes and no. I accept the way I am now 
as far as what my life is because this is 
the way it is and I can accept that. But 
there are some things that happened in 
my life that ГЇЇ never accept. Some of it's 
personal and some of it is right here in 
front of me. Some of it's complicated, 
some of it's black and white. Sometimes 











I got to the race track... For instance I 
was in Phillip Island this year and I got 
very emotional because I just miss being 
out there on a motorcycle. I didn’t miss 
the pressure of racing for a champi- 
onship, that I’m over. But I do miss the 
physical thrill of riding a 500. I was 
watching Mick (Doohan) and I thought, 
“І know exactly what he's doing out 
there." It was nice to be able to watch 
Mick and relive that moment again. It 
was tough to sit in a wheelchair and 
watch it for sure. 

But there are other times when you 
don't want to be out there. 

Yeah, I have to be very, very patient 
right now, much more than I ever was 
when I rode because live got to realize 
that I raced for 28 years, or whatever it 
was, and how I did it, I was successful 
doing it all the way until the very end. 
I've got young guys now that if I tell 
them to change their line two inches, 
they're going, "How do you change two 
inches, Wayne?" I think, yeah, well, 
that's true. They wouldn't understand 
two inches because they're riding within 
12 inches. I was so precise in what I 
needed that sometimes I showed up at a 
race track and I couldn't use the line I 
wanted until Sunday morning because 
the track wasn't clean enough yet. And 
that line I wanted to get to wasn't there 
until I kept chipping away at it for two 
days. Most people don't understand 
that, but that's how I thought about it. 
And you haven't been able to find any- 
body that will go about it the same 
way? 

I thought with Loris I got a guy that's 
wanting to do it and I was showing him 
some training stuff and I thought, 
“Wow, this is great." But, then reality 
set in and it really came time and he had 
to dig in on his own without me, it just 
wasn't there for him. That hurt me a bit 
because I was kind of trying to live 
through Loris a bit, and I did for a 
while. But when it stopped happening it 
was a real reality check for me that I 
have to be more patient. It wasn't like I 
was out there screaming and yelling. I 
was just like, “You should try that, you 
should try this." When it came down to 
it he just didn't understand and most 
people don't. 

There are times that you're not even 
100 percent sure that the way you did it 
was the right way. You didn't know 
when to back off. 

That's true. You can get riders and most 
guys to a certain level pretty quick. You 
can show them the basics and they'll 
excel. But to really go past what I can 
feel or say they have to be willing to go 
out and search for it themselves. That's 
something you can't teach and that's 
desire. And that was my strong point. 
Not having it good all the time and try- 
ing to make something happen. But 
when I lined up to go out to race or out 
to qualifying I knew that I was going to 
be trying. I just feel that I was at a cer- 
tain level in my life that consumed me 
that I can't get right now and it is frus- 
trating, it really is. And I think the only 
way that I can get that is by riding 
again. And sometimes I just have to 
watch and stay back and let it happen 
and sometimes it's no fun at all. 

Is there anyone out there who you see 
who's as committed as you are? 

Mick's (Doohan) the only guy. The only 
guy I see that I can see is doing it right is 
Mick. And, I think he's doing a great job 
staying motivated and having fun and 
he's the only you can say, "You're doing 
it right." Because the other guys are just 
waiting for Mick to make a mistake 
instead of trying to push him into a mis- 
take. 





Do you ever point that out to your rid- 
ers? Do they know? 

I think the general thought when it 
comes to Mick is that we're racing for 
second. That includes (Alex) Criville. 
They're not racing Mick, they're racing 
everybody else. (My riders) see Mick 
doing it. He's flicking it a certain way 
and he's keeping it on line. And my 
guys say, "Well, I can't keep it on line." I 
say, "Mick does it right there." They 
say: "Yeah, but Mick's stronger. He's 
physically tuned his brain and muscles 
just to ride that 500." Well, you're not 
going to get there. You're not strong 
enough and it's going to take you a few 
years to get strong enough. They want 
the result now, they don't look it as a 
race by race thing. It's like if they don't 





to get up and getting prepared to go to 
bed. That 250 thing was a completely 
different set of circumstances, problems. 
The team was completely separate from 
the 500 team, the engineers, their partic- 
ular problems, completely different than 
the 500s. There was no camaraderie 
between the two teams. And so I'd put 
on my red hat over here and mess with 
the 250 team and then Га go out in the 
garage and come back in and change 
teams and go work with the other team. 
It was a lot of work on my end. You're 
trying to keep everybody motivated, 
because that's what it was - it was work. 
Keeping everybody motivated. And 
when I rode it wasn't work, it was just, 
this is the way it is. And, again, it's me 
understanding how everybody does it. 





have it today then we've got to change 
something else. I don't know what 
you're going to change. 

What about after Mick? When he 
retires, what happens then? 

I think it becomes exciting again. I think 
with Mick out of there I'd get new life. 
There's a lot of guys who are a couple of 
levels away from Mick. Everybody I 
think just races for second, but with 
Mick out of there it's exciting for them 
to talk on TV again and for us to go, 
“Hey, maybe we've got a chance this 
weekend." Mick's talking about racing 
another year. I said, "Why don't you 
race the 250 class or something?" 

That's another change this year. How 
much different is it being able to con- 
centrate on just one class this year? 

It's wonderful. I can sleep in a little 
more because I don't have to get up. My 
day starts at 6 and ends at 11 every day. 
And most of that is just getting prepared 





You've said that Tetsuya and Loris 
were completely different to deal with. 
Tetsuya could motivate himself more, 
at least in the beginning. 

Tetsuya is really, really strong mentally 
when things are right. But when it's not 
right he's three-quarters throttle. I 
believe you have to be even more full 
throttle is when things are off a bit 
because the rider is going to have make 
up 70 percent of the deficit that we have. 
And Loris, he rides all on lap time. If the 
lap time's good, he's happy. But if it's 
not, it's like, fix it. I can't do it. If I could 
fix it, Га be in my leathers. 

Was that 250 Yamaha as bad as it was 
made out to be? 

Yeah. It was electrical failures and seiz- 
ing up on the warmup lap. I think at the 
end there Yamaha just gave up on the 
250 thing and when they saw the effort 
Harada was giving they just went: 
“Hey, he's not trying, we're not going to 





try." Let's work more on this 500 thing. 
Kenny beating up on Yamaha in the 
press was hurting me and my sponsor- 
ship thing with Yamaha and Marlboro. 
I'm trying to do a good job in the 250 
class and trying to protect the interest in 
the 500 class and I think both of my 


'efforts suffered because of the effort 


Yamaha was giving. 

But Kenny's always beat up on Yama- 
ha. 

Kenny's always beat up on Yamaha, but 
we were winning. Kenny said, "You 
know Wayne, we keep winning on that 
thing we're not going to get a better 
bike," and he was right. But I’m the one 
riding it and I didn't have a choice. And 
we would get in some huge arguments 
over there's no way that we can win on 
this thing and then we'd go out on Sun- 
day and win. Kenny would go, 
"Wayne, how are we going to get a bet- 
ter bike?" But I didn't have a choice. 
But, now, the situation that he was in, 
and I was in, is that we could beat up 
on Yamaha all we wanted, we weren't 
going to win. I think Kenny convinced 
some people that that was the case and 
I knew all along that we needed the rid- 
ers, the riders had to suck it up. Because 
the Yamaha got so much better because 
they weren't winning the last couple of 
years. You can ask Mike Sinclair on 
Kenny's team about the Yamahas, a 
good rider could win the World Cham- 
pionship on it. Kenny's own guy would 
say that. 

How's Yamaha's position changed 
from last year to this as far as develop- 
ment? 

The problem we were having with 
Kenny last year, Yamaha and myself, 
was Yamaha wanted Kenny to stop all 
of his development. And there was 
some friction with Yamaha and Kenny. 
So then Yamaha was in a delicate posi- 
tion because thev had Rainey Marlboro 
and Roberts Marlboro and if they 
showed more favoritism to me, they'd 
say Kenny's got this big team and you 
need to support him so Yamaha had to 
hold back. Whatever they give me they 
didn't want Kenny to have because I 
think they believed Kenny was doing 
something else. So, my effort suffered 
from Yamaha because they were trying 
to protect their sponsorship with me. It 
was really difficult with what Kenny 
was saying with Yamaha and the way 
things really were. 

How does that translate to develop- 
ment? 

For instance we showed up at a test 
and as soon as we started the bike 
Kenny's guys come over and said: 
"What's this? Oh, you guys got differ- 
ent cylinders on it, where's ours?" 
Kenny'd make a phone call to Marlboro 
and Marlboro would say: "Hey, what 
are you guys doing? You're helping 
Wayne, you're not helping Kenny." 
That's what I mean. We could develop, 
but with Kenny in there we couldn't do 
it. 

So this year how's it different? 

I tell you, it's been a joy. The way Team 
Rainey is now with Yamaha is a lot bet- 
ter for me because I don't have any con- 
troversy with taking something away 
from Kenny or Marlboro jumping in 
with, "How come the bikes are no 
good?" Now Yamaha has been able to 
develop stuff on Sete's bike, which is 
why he came, to develop. And it's really 
good, really good. Yamaha's putting a 
lot of money into it so we've got make 
sure it's right when they build it. We 
don't want to go off in some direction 
that's wrong. Right now we've got some 
new stuff that going to be really good 
when we get to Jerez. CN

s they entered the last turn of the 
Italian 250cc MX GP, 125cc 
World Champion Sebastien 
— —Tortelli, who had just passed 
for the lead, held a small advantage over 
defending 250cc champ Stefan Everts. 
The race came down to the last few feet 
and Everts somehow managed to make 
the pass to score the moto win. 

“I thought to myself, ‘I’m not letting 
that guy (Tortelli) beat me, he is too 
young,” Everts said. “I gave it my very 
last breath.” 

Everts might have won that last moto 
in dramatic fashion, but it was still 
Tortelli who walked away with the 
day’s overall victory with a 1-2, with 
Everts coming up just short in second 
place, going 3-1. 

For Everts, though, the thought that 
Tortelli had taken the overall meant 
nothing. 

“This win (in the second moto) is 
very important for me,” Everts said. “I 
am not riding at my potential, but I’m 
still leading the championship. That is 
what counts.” 

Still, it was Tortelli's day. The 18- 
year-old schoolboy rode a strong race, 
winning the first moto after taking huge 
pressure from fellow Frenchman Yves 
Demaria and then coming from behind 
to almost win the second moto. 

^] feel I did very good," Tortelli said. 
"I'm not too disappointed I finished sec- 
ond in the last moto. I made a mistake 
and that was it." 

Tortelli will claim he is not going for 











the championship in his first year on the 
250cc circuit, but by his results, it's very 
much a battle between him and Everts, 
even more so after American Tallon 
Vohland crashed out in Italy, breaking 
his shoulder blade and looking likely to 
miss at least the upcoming round in 
France. 

The fourth round of the World 
Championship 250cc MX Series was 
played out on the hard-packed Cingoli 
layout, a track that would suffer much 
from the rain that arrived on Sunday 
morning. For Vohland it was very much 
a dry and happy Saturday qualification 
session. 

"I don't mind the track, the jumps are 
okay and I feel like I'm fast enough here 
to get the job done," Vohland said. 

On Saturday, Vohland set the quick- 
est time. Second in qualification was 
Everts, followed by Tortelli, Frederic 
Bolley, Mike Brown, Demaria, Iven Laz- 
zarini, Jaimy Scevenels, Miska Aaltonen 
and Marnicq Bervoets, in that order. 
Werner Dewit, who had been the star of 
the Dutch Grand Prix only a week earli- 
er, just qualified in 32nd place. 

Sunday morning was greeted by 
heavy rain and the once-dry surface was 
now anything but fun, as riders were 
entering the turns with the back wheel 
sliding, and the downhills were just as 
tricky. 

The first moto was a little like a 
replay of the past, as Tortelli bolted out 
of the start and positioned himself in 
front of the field. Demaria followed 
close by with Joakim Karlsson, Everts, 
Brown, Pit Beirer, Mark Eastwood, Voh- 
land and Bervoets all in the first-lap

I thought about rid- 
ing the second moto, but it was not pos- 
sible.” 

The battle up front was now in full 
swing. Demaria had moved to within a 
second of the leader and by lap 10 was 
on his back wheel. Tortelli, on the other 
hand, was not the least bit worried. 

“I saw him coming, but I knew I 
could hold him,” Tortelli said. “I tried to 
move away but he followed me, then 
Stefan started to also come toward us. It 
was getting very close.” 

With laps running out, Tortelli finally 
did move away, taking the win ahead of 
Demaria, Everts, Beirer, Karlsson and 
Bervoets. 

Brown finished 12th and claimed his 
first World Championship points. 

“To be honest, I miss America,” 
Brown said. “But I’ve got to give this 
thing a good go. Things can only 
improve.”

The second moto was different this 
time, as it was Brown who took the bit 
between his teeth and raced to the front, 
followed by Demaria, Everts and Bolley. 
Further back came Tortelli in 18th, 
Dewit in 20th and Beirer in 32nd. 
Bervoets was even further back. 

Brown's lead was short-lived. 

^When I was in front my arms 
pumped up really bad, so I backed off a 
little,” Brown said. 

With the sudden surrender by 
Brown, Demaria looked like the possible 
overall winner. Everts was soon past 
Brown, and with the fast-approaching 
Bolley, Brown was again playing the 
game of two steps forward three steps 
back. 

Tortelli had been doing his own play- 
ing and by lap eight was in fifth place, 
amazingly on a track that was very 
demanding, and the 18-year-old was 
riding like a veteran. 

Demaria was soon feeling the heat 
from Everts, and on lap 15, lost the lead. 
Everts was hearing the cheers from the 
small Italian crowd, but it was for third- 
placed Tortelli, his charge from 18th 
position getting everyone's attention. 
Bervoets and Bierer were also passing 
riders at will, with Bervoets in 10th 
place and Bierer in sixth. 

With only four laps remaining, the 








heat was now showing up front, with 
Demaria sitting trackside with a bent 
bike and a broken rib. 

“He (Demaria) was going very fast,” 
Everts said. “But his condition is always 
a bit suspect.” 

Tortelli, who had possibly caused the 
crash (only through pressure) was now 
second and Everts was showing some 
concern. 

“My strong point is my strength,” 
Everts said. “But I knew he was coming 
and it was not getting any easier.” 

Tortelli moved on to Everts like a 
bird of prey. Surely this younger, 
stronger rider would soon have his vic- 
tim. Everts looked his usual calm self 
riding in his sit-up style, the defending 
champ holding his lines, while Tortelli 
looked for a faster place on the track, 
moving up the main straight on the last 
lap. Everts was still in command, as the 
new hero challenged the old. Everts, the 
master of heated warfare, was brilliant, 
blocking the onrushing Tortelli every 
time the Kawasaki rider put his wheel in 
a passing position. Then with only feet 
left, Tortelli locked his bike sideways 
and passed for the lead. 

"| knew at the moment he passed me, 
he held the inside and he was very fast," 
Everts said. “The part of the track where 
he passed me, he was very fast.” 

Tortelli would make his own mis- 
take, though. As the riders entered the 
last turn of the moto, Tortelli entered the 
turn a little too fast, hit a small rut and 
lost his lead. 

"] made a stupid mistake," Tortelli 
said. “I got my wheels caught in the ruts 
and he got me, then up the finish 
straight, it was wild.” 

Everts’ win was not enough to take 
the overall, but more important things 
were at stake. 

“The series lead is more important 
for sure; I don’t have the speed of 
Tortelli at the moment, but I will have 
soon,” Everts said. “It’s very early in the 
series.” 

Tortelli was also impressed with his 


result and made a special comment | 


about being only 18 years old. 

"It's not the age; today I felt very 
strong," Tortelli said. "We fought a 
tough race, we are both men, many 
times our bikes touched. It was a great 
race, but I feel like I'm the winner here." 

In third place and obviously out of 
sight of the crowd was Bolley, followed 
by Beirer, Brown, Bervoets, Dewit, Leon 
Geisbers, Dugmore and Eastwood. «х

» » homas Stevens has been around 
i the racing block several times, 





stopping to sign contracts with 

some of the best teams in AMA 
racing along the way. This year is no 
different. 

In the 10 years since he first burst on 
the scene with a dramatic win over 
Doug Polen in a 600cc Supersport race 
at Road Atlanta, the 32-year-old has rid- 
den everything from Kenny Roberts- 
backed 250cc GP bikes to four-stroke 
superbikes for the top teams in the 
country - Vance & Hines Yamaha, 
Muzzy Kawasaki and Yoshimura Suzu- 
ki. Now he's come full circle, rejoining 
the team with which he won the Super- 
bike National Championship in 1991 - 
Vance & Hines Racing. 

To add a little more spice to the tale, 
Vance & Hines is no longer associated 
with Yamaha and will instead race 
bright-red Ducati V-twins this season, 
leaving only Honda and Harley-David- 
son as the superbikes yet to be raced by 
Stevens. 

Despite his vast experience in the 
class, Stevens didn't race in the AMA 
Superbike Series in 1996. Instead, he 
was demoted to 600cc Supersport racing 
and he didn't like it much. Hell-bent on 
returning to the premier class, Stevens 
rode hard in 1996. Riding a Kinko's 
Kawasaki, he ended the season second 
behind Miguel Duhamel in the 600cc 
Supersport Series - and, more impor- 
tantly, he also ended up at the top of 
Terry Vance's short list when the deal 
with Ducati was finally inked. 

Stevens has always believed in his 
own ability. And that hasn't changed. 
He believes he can win again in 1997, 
something he hasn't done in AMA 
Superbike racing since his lone win of 
1991 at Mid-Ohio. We caught up with 
Stevens the week after his Ducati debut 
at Laguna Seca at his golf-course-com- 
munity home in Woodstock, Georgia. 
Stevens finished 10th at Laguna, riding 
an underpowered 916 for the first time. 
You've raced a lot of different motorcy- 
cles, from 250s to big-bore endurance 
bikes, to Kawasaki, Suzuki and Yama- 
ha superbikes. What were your initial 
impressions of the Ducati? 

The bike is definitely different from any- 





thing I’ve ever ridden, as far as 
an in-line four-cylinder. A lot of 
people compare it to riding a 
250 and you can use that as a 
generalization of riding it 
because you can use a lot of 
lean angle and carry a lot of 
cornering speed with it. But a 
250 has 80 or 90 horsepower 
and our bikes have 155-plus 
horsepower. So when you 
start to pick up the throttle 
to come off a turn with a 
250, it's pretty easy to hold 
a line with it and accelerate 
off. With the Ducati, it has 
so much power and so 
much grip that the key is 
using throttle control to keep it 
on line. 
Based on how little you've ridden it, 
how long will it take you to get it fig- 
ured out? 
At first it was a pretty steep learning 
curve because I was still trying to ride it 
like an in-line four - get on the throttle 
pretty hard to turn it a little bit with the 
rear wheel. With the Ducati you can't do 
that. It has so much grip, the thing 
doesn't want to slide. When you jump 
on the throttle, all it wants to do is run 
wide. That was a thing I had to learn 
and I'm still learning. You can't just 
jump on the throttle. Once they get the 
thing to run good enough so I càn run 
with the other guys, the learning part is 
over for me. I have a pretty good base- 
line setup and I'm ready to go. 
Fortunately, I’ve been around long 
enough and have ridden enough differ- 
ent stuff that I can adapt pretty quickly. 
If I need to change my style, then I 
change my style. If I have to ride it a cer- 
tain way to go fast on it, then by all 
means then I'll change. I’m not young 
enough in my career where I can’t just 
change my riding style to adapt to the 
bike. 
Your current deal with Terry Vance is 
only for this year. If everything goes 
according to plan, do you see yourself 
coming back with the team in 1998? 
Of course. I’m very, very happy with 
the team and working with Jim Leonard 
(the team’s crew chief/engine builder). 
When Terry and I talked and he offered 
me the program, I was in the midst of 
contract negotiations with Kawasaki to 
ride a 600 (for Kinko's). That was some- 





thing that I didn’t 


want to do and probably wouldn't ' 


have done if that was all there was to 
do. I could ride a 600 and make a decent 
living at it, or I could go and ride for 
Terry and not make a whole lot of 
money - but it was a good opportunity. 
There were no negatives about putting 
the whole deal together. The way I look 
at it, I’m on a superbike and I'm with a 
really good team. Once they give me the 
bike, I'll do the business. The rest I’m 
not worried about. I take it one year at a 
time right now in my career. I feel I'm 
competitive and I definitely want to 
win. The only thing left for me to do is 
win races. God willing, it will work out 
the way it's supposed to. So if I do the 
business and keep improving with the 
bike, then there won't be any problem 
with having a place to stay. 

You weren't overly thrilled with just 
racing 600cc Supersport last year. Is it 
just not the same when you're not rac- 
ing a superbike? 

I feel supersport racing is important and 
I'm more than willing to ride it, so long 
as there's a superbike that goes along 
with it. If there's not, then it's just not 
worth it for me. We know what I went 
through to get back to where I am now. 
I had to take a step back and ride super- 
sport and it was pretty humbling - but I 
still wanted to race and I felt I still had 
something to show them to get back on 
a superbike. After last year, I was trying 
to put something together with Kawasa- 
ki to ride for Rob (Muzzy) and that fell 
through. I went to Daytona and tested 





for one day (with Kinko's) while I was 
still negotiating with Terry (Vance). I 
found that day that just riding the 
supersport bike, if that was all there was 
for my career, then it was time for me to 
walk away. I would have gone into 
business for myself and started to make 
some real money. And I’ve never felt 
that before. It was pretty weird to be out 
there riding the bike and not have my 
heart in it. If my heart's not in it, then 
there's no reason for me to be out there. 
I just felt that if that was all there was 
then it was time for me to quit. I wasn't 
going to go out and ride just to ride, like 
some of these guys. That's not me. I’m 
not just a supersport guy, I’m a super- 
bike rider and I'm a guy that can win 
races. If all I could do was ride super- 
sport, then it was time for me to do 
something else. Any deal with super- 
sport would have to be in conjunction 
with a superbike deal. It's just not worth 
it for me to just ride supersport. 

The Kinko's guys were pretty good 
about it when you told them you were 
taking the deal with Vance... 

Naturally, they were disappointed and I 
hated to have to string them along like I 
did. I was advised to tell them to send 
the contract. Those were my only words 
to them. I just told them to send me the 
contract so I could have my lawyers 
look it over. In the process of all this 
going on, Jim (Leonard) called me back, 
Terry (Vance) called me back. We were 


going back and forth for about a month. 
It just all came together when I was 
going down there (to Daytona) to test 
the 600. І would hope they would be 
disappointed to lose someone like me. I 
won them their first 600 Supersport race 
and we were in the hunt the whole year 
as far as running at the front. I spoke to 
Robert (Nutt, the Kinko’s team owner) 
at Laguna and he can’t blame me one bit 
for my decision. Look what I’ve got, 
compared to where I was. 

Looking back at a career that first saw 
you burst on the scene in 1987, is there 
anything you would have done differ- 
ently? If you had it to do over, would 
you have left Vance & Hines after win- 
ning the superbike title in 1991? 

At the time that I won the champi- 
onship, superbike racing was really 
starting to come back as far as the 
amount of pay and manufacturer 
involvement. І wouldn't have done any- 
thing different because at the time 
Vance & Hines controlled the riders' 
contracts and they weren't willing to 
pay me what I was asking for - and I 
wasn't asking for an outrageous 
amount. I was caught in the middle 
between Yamaha and Terry (Vance) and 
I had to look out for Thomas Stevens at 
that point. So I moved on and I 
wouldn't have changed that part. 

The only part I would change in my 
career is that after one year of riding for 
Suzuki I should have gotten out of 
there. I held on to the money and that 
was the mistake I made in my career. 
Instead of moving on to another team 
where I had a machine I could win on, I 
stuck it out for the money. That was а 
big mistake. But do I regret it? I can’t 
change the past, all I can do is work on 
the future. 

Was riding for Kenny Roberts’ 250cc 
GP team back in 1988 and 1989 a posi- 
tive part of your career? 

Oh, yeah. I got to work with some of the 
top guys in the country - Bud Aksland 
and those guys were really good. I got 
to work with Kenny and Wayne 
(Rainey), guys with a tremendous 
amount of knowledge and talent. I’m 
still using the knowledge I got from 
those guys today. That was nothing but 
pluses. I think it showed up as soon as I 
got on a superbike - my learning curve 
went straight up. 

Are you going to end up with a team- 
mate this year? 

I don’t really know. There might be 
someone who comes in and rides, but at 
this point I’m the only guy and we've 
got to straighten out the bike. At some 
point there might be a guest rider come 
in. That's all that was discussed. 
Looking at the upcoming schedule, are 
there certain tracks that you're really 
excited about getting to with the 
Ducati? 

I don't know that much about the bike, 
but you know there are some tracks that 
it works really well at - like Brainerd. 
But it's too early for me to tell as far as 
how well it's going to work. But when it 
comes to the race tracks, I don't look at 
them any different. I treat Loudon the 
same as Mid-Ohio and Mid-Ohio the 
same as Laguna Seca. Granted, some are 
more dangerous than others, but I look 
at ‘em all the same. I go there with a job 
to do and that's to get the most out of 
the bike and win the race, or put myself 
in a position to win the race. I don't 
favor one track over another. I hope the 


Ducati runs as well as it did last year. 


because I think you'll see some good 
results. It's just hard to say how good 
they'll get it to run and how fast we'll 
come up to speed on it. 

Can you say right now when you'll be 








running at the front? Have you 
set any kind of timetable based 
on your Laguna Seca result? 
Naturally, I went to Laguna Seca 
hoping they'd give me the bike 
to win. We know what we ran 
into as far as not having all the 
pieces to the puzzle. We came 
out of there with a lot of knowl- 
edge, but that's not what I'm in 
it for - I'm in it to win. They 
have a month before the next 
race and I'm confident in my 
guys and the team to give me 
the bike to win. Whether that 
happens at the next race, I 
can't tell. It all depends on 
how well the next month 
goes for those guys. Natu- 
rally, they're going to get a 
lot more out of the bike as 
we go along. Whether or 
not they can do it all in a 
month, that's asking quite 
a bit. As far as me, I pre- 
pare myself to go there 
and win. If they give me 
what I want, then I'll put 
myself in that position. 
So if all goes well, 
you're goal is to win 
races this year and 
try to win a champi- 
onship next year. 
Exactly. That's how it 
was put to me and 
that's how I look at it. 
This first year with a 
new bike will be a 
big learning curve 
for both of us. We're 
looking at hopefully 
having some very 
good races this 
year - and if possi- 

ble winning some 
races. The follow- 

ing year, we'll 
contend for the title. 

I feel that with the team and the bike 
and the commitment from both of us, 
it's definitely a realistic possibility. 

At this point, I take it one year at a 
time. As far as Thomas Stevens goes, all 
I want to do is win. I know it's very easy 
to say it and it's another thing to do it. If 
there was something I should have done 
better in my career... I should have won 
more races. I should have kept my head 
down, used my aggression to barge my 
way to the front and I should have won. 
Instead of sitting and thinking about a 
championship or finishing well in a 
championship. Especially after I won 
one. These days you have to win races 
to win the championship. 

The superbike field is very strong right 
now - arguably the strongest it's ever 
been. Do you find that intimidating at 
all? Do you really think you can go as 
fast as these guys are going? 

I look at those guys and think: "I can 
beat all those guys. Just give me the 
bike." That's the way I look at it. Once 
we get the thing working, then I'll be 
rightatthefront. . 

Mat Mladin's situation going into an 
established Ducati team like Eraldo 
Ferracci's is a bit different than your 
situation. You have a new team, work- 
ing with a new bike... 

He (Mladin) went into a team that has 
raced the 916 for years. Look how long 
Ferracci has been tuning on a Ducati 
engine. Mat comes into the picture and 
Eraldo has all the baseline settings with 
the bike. It makes it easier. We come in 
without any testing. We show up at a 
race track and we're trying to figure out 
what springs to put on the thing. It 
shows. That's why Ferracci is able to 








bring these guys in like 


(Troy) Corser and (Alessandro) 


Gramigni and they can run right at the - 


front. They know what works and what 
doesn't. We'll have to spend a bit more 
time searching around for that, but the 
following year we'll be able to show up 
and know exactly where we're at. We'll 
have a starting point and that makes it a 
lot easier on the rider. 

How much do you know in regard to 
the political side of working with 
Ducati? 

I know we're a factory Ducati team and 
we have access to some very important 
people to help us with our learning 
curve. I know how serious Ducati is, but 
that's just coming from the rider. You'd 
have to ask Terry (Vance) about the rest 
of it. 

You may be the only Ducati superbike 
rider in the world using Dunlops 
rather than Michelins. You stated at 
Laguna that this will also cause you 
some more work in setting up the bike. 
Was there ever any talk of using 
Michelins? 

Yes, we're the only factory Ducati team 
that I know of that runs Dunlops. The 
916 was developed around Michelin 
tires and it still is, so that's just another 
thing we have to learn. There's no 
doubt that I feel the Dunlops are just as 
good in their own way, but it's going to 
take us a little bit... that's just another 
factor we have to put into the equation 
to get the thing to where we can win 
races. There was never any discussion 
with me as far as what type of tires we 
were going to use, but I did ask ‘em. For 





me, using Dunlops is great because it's 
one less thing I have to learn - the char- 
acteristics of the tire. We came across 
some of it at Laguna. We tried some of 
Ducati's setup that they've been suc- 
cessful with at Laguna, and it just 
didn't work for us. It was close, but it's 
not what we need. 

What do you think the future holds for 
Thomas Stevens? 

At this point in my career, which I know 
is coming to a close, that's an interesting 
question because the way I look at it is 
that I’m running out of time to do what 
I want with my career. So I want it more 
now and I’m more focused now than I 
ever was toward the beginning of my 
career. In the beginning of your career, 
you think, "Man, I've got 10 years, 
easy." God willing, I want to race until 
I'm 35 or until I win another champi- 
onship up until the age of 35. As you get 
toward the end of your career, you want 
it more than you ever did when you 
were younger. I still have my youth, but 
I also have a lot of knowledge and 
they've come together. Now I know 
how to win and what I need to do. Now 
I just have to: put myself in position to 
win. As long as I can stay healthy, I’m as 
strong as I ever was and physically and 
mentally I’m better than I’ve ever been. I 
know what I want to do when I get on a 
motorcycle. I think knowledge, more 
than youth and exuberance, is what's 
going to win you races. 


But it's one thing to say it, it's anoth- ` 


er to do it. €N

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ennessee born and bred, 
д, Tray Batey is not your average 
top-line professional road racer, 


even though he recently shaved off 
his Elvis Presley sideburns. For one 
thing, he has only competed in two 
AMA road races in his entire career. For 
another, Batey's first full-time feature- 
class ride didn't arrive until 1996, at the 
tender age of 36. That campaign ended 
in victory with Batey riding the Team 
Valvoline Suzuki GSXR1100 to the 
Sunoco Formula USA National Champi- 
onship in his first attempt. 

Multi-time WERA champ Batey built 
on his experience with the ultra-success- 
ful Team Hammer Endurance effort, 
part of the same Valvoline-backed, John 
Ulrich-owned, Keith Perry-led program. 
He was Mr. Consistency during the 18- 
race 1996 Formula USA tour, establish- 
ing a points edge and then earning his 
first career F-USA win in front of a big 
crowd at Pocono. ; 

By the time the series hit the penulti- 
mate round at New Hampshire Interna- 
tional Speedway, Batey was able to 
shake off a scary morning warmup 
crash to snatch another win. Even more 
impressive, Batey was up front at a track 
he didn’t know, on a machine many 
experts considered inappropriate for the 
tight Loudon venue. 

At the 1996 Formula USA finale, part 
of Daytona's NASB/CCS Race of Cham- 
pions, Batey clinched the Championship 
with a cautious run in the opener. Final- 
ly able to relax, the class rookie then bat- 
tled with the Dutchman Yamaha of 
eventual series runner-up Fritz Kling for 
victory in the season-ending race. 

This year, Batey opted to stay with 
the GSXR1100 design, while new team- 
mate Chris Taylor (the 1995 F-USA 
champ) runs a fully kitted 750. With 
four races complete, Batey currently 
holds fourth in the F-USA series stand- 
ings. We talked to him shortly after he 
scored a pair of fifth-place finishes with 
his Jerry Dagget-built 1997 Suzuki in 
round two at Willow Springs. 

Was winning the F-USA title a surprise 
last year, since it was your first full- 
time season on the tour? 

The championship wasn't so much of a 
surprise. It was kind of a surprise to find 
myself in the points lead so early in the 
season. After I was able to maintain that 
lead for two or three races, then we 
started thinking that we could actually 
win this thing if I didn't do anything 
stupid. By the end of the year it was a 
relief, since I'd been thinking about it 
most of the year. 

So you thought you were capable of 
winning the series, even though it was 
your first attempt and you didn't know 
some of the tracks? 

I knew I had a good bike under me, so 
there was a possibility І could win the 
championship - I felt that before the sea- 
son even started. I didn't feel I'd be out 
there every weekend winning races. It 
seems like every race we went to, there 








was a different guy that was on the ball 
that weekend. I wanted to win a race, 
but it wasn't in the cards for a while. 
Especially after we got into the points 
lead, I just couldn't ride the bike like I 
would a Superstock bike. You know, 
where you don't worry that much about 
it, you just pitch it in there. 

There are a lot of Suzuki GSXR1100s in 
Formula USA, but only a few regularly 
run up front. What made you decide to 
stick with the big bike for this season, 
rather than going with an AMA-style 
GSXR750? 

I think the 750 is going to be a good 
bike. I have ridden our 750, my team- 
mate's bike, a couple of times. It's a 
beautiful bike to ride, it's a lot of fun. I 
can ride my bike, feel like I’m riding 
the way I have to, then get on Chris’ 
750, and the amount of effort is about 
60 percent, to do the same thing with 
his bike that I have to do on mine. 
The 750 is just so much more nim- 
ble, it's beautiful to ride. But to give up 
all that horsepower, it's just not some- 
thing I'm ready to do just yet. We've got 
the GSXR1100 developed to the point 
where it's practically nothing like the 
bike on the showroom floor. It doesn't 
even look like the same bike. It's so low, 
it's so short and so light, at least rela- 
tively. It’s probably the most developed 
GSXR1100 anywhere in the world. It's a 
pleasure to ride, but it will never handle 
like one of the new 750s. 

I would like to win more races this 
year than I won last year. My number- 
one goal would be to help Jerry and 
Keith develop the 1100 Suzuki even fur- 


ther. They're really working hard this: 


year. The bike's not all used up yet. I 
want to try and do things on an 1100 
Suzuki that no one has ever done before. 
I think winning the championship last 
year, it just really gave everybody a 
breath of fresh air. It meant a lot to me 
too. I could have taken my number-one 
plate and ridden for somebody else, but 
they worked really hard for that plate, 
and I definitely didn't want to take it 
away from them. I wanted that number- 
one plate to be on one of Keith and John 
Ulrich's bikes, for sure. They deserve it 
as much as I did. It's a good situation. 
What do you think when you meet 
some of the fans in the paddock, the 
die-hard horsepower nuts? To a lot of 
those guys, especially GSXR1100 rid- 
ers, you're a hero. 

If I am in that position, it's kind of 
strange. But I'll try to carry that horse- 
power torch as best I can. I understand 
all the horsepower-crazy riders, because 
I definitely fall into that category. 

The conventional view held by many 
racing experts is that endurance racing 
is good for building skills, but when 
you get to the top level it teaches you 
to be too conservative. Yet you lead the 
team's endurance program too, riding 
with Grant Lopez. What's your view? 

I really enjoy the endurance racing. It's a 
lot of repetitive laps to be sure; you 
never can really go all out and risk total- 
ly throwing the bike away. A lot of that 
is an attitude that I’m supposed to have, 
and I try to remind myself of that. But 








every time I get on the 
endurance bike, even though we 
have that plan, you find yourself being a 
racer, even if you're four laps ahead. 
You want to do the best you can, you 
want to challenge yourself. But you 
have to be careful, and remember to do 
what you're paid to do. It's hard some- 
times, to ride at an endurance pace. But 
it is good practice, the endurance and 
sprint bikes are similar. The endurance 
bike is a lot easier to ride. It's a little 
heavier, with a little less horsepower. 
Keith does a good job of setting the bike 
up to where it's just cushy. That's the 
best way to put it. It's a little soft, but in 
those conditions, it's great. I wouldn't 
want to ride endurance on any other 
bike. 

Is it hard to switch from selfish sprint 
racing Formula USA National Champi- 
on to co-rider and team leader on the 
WERA number-one endurance bike? 


You have to try and remember when 


you're on the endurance bike not to do 
something a 17-year-old wild man 
might try to do. Even if you're not on 
the pace on that day on that bike, you 
still have to give the crew a chance to do 
their job on the pit stops, let the strategy 
play out, follow orders, and follow the 
big plan. 

If you go out with the attitude that 
you're going to win the race all by your- 
self, most of the time it will work out for 
you, but every now and then it will bite 
you. Then you're going to be in the dog- 
house, big time. You've got to try and 
walk the line, win but stay up, not do 
anything too crazy. Things like stay 
away from traffic in the tight parts of 
the track, then give the big 1100 a 
chance to breathe on the straightaways. 
You've been on the same team with 
Kurt Hall, Chuck Graves, Michael 
Martin, David Stanton, Jamie Hacking, 
riders of that caliber. What has it been 
like in that environment? 

I was around Kurt (Hall) a lot before I 
got on the team, and unfortunately for 
me he decided to call it quits before I 
joined up. I never actually got to be on 

























the team with 
Kurt. I did ride with Michael Martin. 

I did race against Kurt a lot, when I 
was a privateer and he was with Valvo- 
line Suzuki. He is a competitor that I 
will always look up to. No matter what I 
achieve as a competitor, that doesn't 
weigh on the scales for me compared to 
who I look up to as my heroes. All I 
know is, the things I saw him do when I 
was on the track with him, they really 
impressed me. I wished I could ride like 
that one day. Those kind of memories 
always stick with you. One of my 
biggest thrills last year was when Kurt 
came up and wanted a signed poster. I 
couldn't believe it! One of my heroes 
wanted me to sign something. 

Is it tough being part of a team with a 
high profile at the track, with people 
wanting to come up and meet you? 

I don't think so. If you are fortunate 
enough to struggle and reach a position 
of high visibility, you've got to realize 
you're probably not going to be there 
very long. It would be nice to be there 
forever, but you're not going to be. I 
know while I'm in a position of that 
nature, I’m going to try and make the 
most of it, and be as friendly as I can. 
Any person who takes time to stop by 
our pits, I'm going to try and talk to 
them if I can. We've had a lot of specta- 
tors come around, bring their kids. I 
look at these people and think, they 
could be doing anything today, they 
could be at the lake or out at Disney 
World. But no, they got in the car, prob- 
ably got up at 4 in the morning, and 
drove out here. They paid a lot of 
money to get in. The least I can do is 
give them a few minutes of my time. 

You started racing motocross in 1974: 
you also raced ATVs before you got 
into road racing. Have you pretty much 
been a gear head all through your life? 
I guess I got hooked on mechanical 
stuff. My father's people were farmers; 
they worked on their own equipment in 














a dairy farm. You couldn’t call them 
mechanics, but they knew about 
mechanical things. That rubbed off on 
my father. He was always tinkering 
with things. That rubbed off on me. I 
started building those plastic models, 
and I really enjoyed that. It wasn’t long 
before I discovered that bicycles and 
motorcycles were kind of the same as a 
plastic car, only you could test it after it 
was done. You get a bike, tear it all 
apart, do some things to it that only you 
can do because they’re your ideas. Then 
you can take that bike out into a race, 
and do well with it. It’s a really good 
feeling. I guess I've drifted away from 
that situation now, since I’m fortunate 
enough to be on a good team: with my 
own mechanic. But І wouldn't trade the 
things that I learned for anything. I still 
really enjoy working on my own bikes 
at home. I still have dirt bikes. 

At what point did you get hooked on 
road racing? 

When I started, in 1987. Now, I wish I'd 
got started earlier. My situation was that 
my parents tolerated the dirt bike rac- 
ing. My brother and I, we really didn't 
do anything else but that. We'd come 
home from school and just ride. They 
pretty much left us alone, and it was up 
to us to scratch up the money to buy 
knobbies and handlebars, that type of 
thing. 

We didn't have a lot of financial sup- 
port, but they tolerated it, my father 
loaned us his pickup truck to go out to 
the races every Sunday morning. Now 
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and again they’d come out to watch. My 
dad tolerated a lot of races, when he 
took us out before I got my driver's 
license, Гуе got to give him credit for 
that. I was always interested in road rac- 
ing, really any kind of racing. I first 
started reading motorcycle magazines 
around 1970 or 1971, when I first got my 
minibike. Any form of competition, I'd 
read about it, flat track, speedway in 
California, you name it. I liked reading 
about (Gary) Nixon, (Yvon) Duhamel, 
Jarno Saarinen, but I never dreamed I 
could actually road race. I was interest- 
ed in road racing, and a little bit knowl- 
edgeable, but dirt bike racing was acces- 
sible. There were always two or three 
farm tracks in every town. It was just 
something any kid could get in to. Road 
racing was something going on in 
Europe, or in California. I didn't know 
any better. 

Then I had a friend go through an Ed 
Bargey School at Talladega Gran Prix 
Raceway, and he came back and told me 
about it, said it was so much fun. At that 
point in time, I was racing motocross, 
hare scrambles, three-wheelers, four- 
wheelers, it was something every week- 
end. I had a couple of street bikes, too. 
When my friend told me about this 
WERA school, we just couldn't believe it 
was so close, just 250 miles away. I 
bought a set of leathers and three 
months later went through the Ed 
Bargey School and just loved it. You 
know, I didn't even have to go through 
the car wash when I got done. It was a 





challenge. I wasn't that good, but I 
thought that given a little practice, I 
could beat these guys. I thought I could 
eventually transfer some of my dirt rid- 
ing experience to road racing. 

When I started going racing, Scott 
Russell had just turned expert, Thomas 
Stevens was there with duct-taped 
leathers, Jamie James would show up; 
they were just regular guys, club racers 
trying to make a name for themselves. 
It was great to be there at that time, 
that was really neat. I never dreamed I 
would make the step to Pro myself, but 
I was hooked. I was having fun, I had 
the bit in my mouth, and I wanted to 
become the best road racer I could. I 
got a late start. I didn't get into road 
racing until I was 27, so some of that 
youthful enthusiasm had waned. I 
wasn't willing to kill myself every 
weekend, driving to every AMA 
National, to become a front-runner in a 
time period of a couple of years. Those 
other guys were younger, so they were 
biting off larger chunks. We were doing 
WERA races, getting better, trying to 
nibble off a little bit at a time. I had a 
few wrecks, but not that many. I've 
been fortunate enough to stay fairly 
healthy. I've been trying to learn as 
quickly as safely possible. I never sat 
down and told my wife I’m going to be 
a professional racer; it was always the 
challenge to try and be the best I could 
be. I never decided to quit my job, do 
whatever it takes, max out my credit 
cards and hit the road. 
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When did your wife first appear, and 
what did she think of all this racing? 

I started dating Darlene when she was 
17, we hadn't been dating more than a 
month before I was dragging her to 
motocross racing. That would have been 
around 1979 or 1980. By the time I got in 
to road racing in 1987, we'd been mar- 
ried for two years and she was a veteran 
of many, many motocross races and 
hare scrambles. So she pretty much 
knows her way around race tracks, 
knows about motorcycle racing. She 
stuck it out, so evidently she, I don't 
want to say loves, but likes racing. She 
has her own hobbies, but she likes to be 
part of any activity I’m involved in. 
She's been a major help. She's probably 
given me more direction than anyone. 
Since I got started, I only wanted to race 
where I wanted to race, only if I liked 
the track and only if it was convenient. I 
was just trying to race against myself, be 
the best I could be, for personal satisfac- 
tion. If there was a track that was too far 
away, or whatever, I didn't want to go. 
That went on for about a year after I got 
my road racing license, then she said to 
me, "You're doing pretty good, why 
don't you try to be a Regional or a 
National Champion?" 

That was like a light bulb going on in 
my head. I wondered why I didn't think 
of that. So we put a game plan together, 
where we would attend all of the 
Regional races. So we won a Regional 
Championship, and thought, "Wow, 
this is cool" So she's pretty much the 
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one who gave me а direction to go in, 
to set goals to attain. 
What's it like riding for a big team, 
for Keith Perry and John Ulrich? 
Keith is just a super person, really 
everybody on the team is pretty easy 
to get along with. John Ulrich, some- 
times, is not the easiest person to get 
to know. My first year on the team, 
I didn’t know John, I'd just spoke to 
him a couple of times at the races. 
Really, it took me a year, or two 
years, to find my niche in the team. 
I was always trying to do my best 
at the track, and that’s all John 
Ulrich expects from anybody. I 
was raised that, if you make a 
mistake, you say that and you 
don’t give any excuses. I may go 
back and tell my wife something 
different. But if I’m out there in 
the public eye, at the track, I’m 
not going to come in and say, in 
front of a microphone, “Tray 
Batey could have done better 
but the bike just wasn’t up to 
it.” That's just not me. 

I always felt like that was 
the best policy. John and I had 
a couple of circumstances 
with the endurance bike in 
my first year when I made a 
couple of mistakes - it was exuberance 
and the excitement of being on the big 
Valvoline team in my first year. I was 
trying to prove myself, and you're not 
supposed to be doing that on the 
endurance bike. My teammate, Michael 
Martin, he was a veteran, and he was 
doing his job very, very well. Then 
there's this new guy, and he's riding 
around like it's a sprint race. When you 
do that, you'll make mistakes, and I 
made a couple. When I was questioned, 
I just responded, saying, "I made a 
dumb mistake, it was my own fault." 
Sometimes, that's not maybe the best 


\answer. Maybe I should have made up 


something. It took me a while to get to 
know John. I've always respected him, 
back to the publications I was reading 
that he worked on when I was a kid. 
Actually getting to ride for John Ulrich 
was a: big thing for me. I have the 
utmost respect for him because of what 
he's accomplished. He's given me the 
opportunity to do what I love, and 
hopefully it's a positive relationship. 
He's told me many times he's in busi- 
ness to race motorcycles, and if what I 
want to do is really race them, then let's 
get together. He provides me with the 
best equipment he can. 

How many AMA Nationals have you 
been in? 

I've been in two. I was at Mid-Ohio in 
1993, I rode 250cc GP, 750cc Supersport 
and also the Team Challenge. Then I ran 
the National at St. Louis in 1995 where I 
rode the Valvoline Suzuki in the super- 
bike race. 

That race at St. Louis is an event a lot 
of people remember you from. Chuck 
Graves hadn't been doing so well with 
the Valvoline Suzuki GSXR750 AMA 
development bike, and you stepped in 
and turned some heads. 

St. Louis was a track that's difficult. It's 
a little dangerous and extremely bumpy. 
It's just a regional-type facility. If you're 
a regional-type club racer, and you do 
well. on these tight, bumpy types of cir- 
cuits, well then you'd be use to it. I don't 
want to say I'm a specialist, because I 
don't like bumps any more than the next 
guy. But it seems like a lot of times, we 
get to a place that's kind of, well, crap- 
py, І seem:to find a'way to get around it 
pretty good. I was a little worried about 
doing an AMA National at St. Louis, 
since everyone would be riding at 110 








percent. I didn't really want to 

go there and hang it out that far. I didn't 
mind going up there to try and win 
some Suzuki Superstock money in a 
club race, that was one thing, but to run 
a superbike and hang it out with those 
guys, it would mean putting myself in a 
whole other zone. 

We just decided it was a good thing 
to do, went there and qualified pretty 
well. The bike was handling very well. I 
surprised myself. It was a shock. The 
bike was down on straightaway speed, 
but we were making it up in the back. I 
realized that the other guys were 
human, and I could do this. I still held 
them in the utmost respect, but I knew 
where you could make some time. I had 
a good weekend. In the race I worked 
myself up to sixth, running a pace that I 
was happy with. I thought I would 
have no problem finishing up there. 
One thing I hadn’t counted on was the 
length of an AMA National. I also have 
never ridden a bike at a road race track 
when it was that hot; we just weren’t 
prepared for that. I’ve ridden long 
endurance shifts, and it’s not a problem, 
but to run an AMA pace in that kind of 
heat and humidity - everybody was suf- 
fering. They even shortened the event. I 
was feeling pretty comfortable at 12 
laps, but around 18 laps, I was still try- 
ing to run a sixth-placed pace, and I 
realized I was in trouble, I began to 
think I wasn't going to make it. I was 
getting exhausted, so I had to back it off 
a little bit. Then Fred Merkel (on a 
Yoshimura Suzuki) caught me and 
passed me. I thought that was good. I 
could tell Fred was not running as fast 
as he was capable of running; he was 
riding a smart race and conserving his 
energy. When he passed me, I passed 
him back once to show him I could do it 
- you know, that ego thing. Then I just 
stayed on him, and I decided to let Fred 
take me home. I didn't want to crash 
the bike and come home with zero. 
Even if I couldn't get back past Fred, 
seventh would be okay with me. We 
pretty much ran the rest of the race that 
way. Coming out of the last corner on 
the last lap, we got caught up with a 
lapped guy, and Fred went one way 
while I went another, trying to dodge 
the guy. The lapped guy pinched me 
out, and Doug Chandler got me right at 





the line for seventh. I was kind 
of upset about that, because I kind of 
felt like a Harley was never going to 
beat me. In the hands of Doug, I guess 
it's not such a bad thing, and of course 
the Harley's have come such a long way 
now. 

Do you ever think that a racer like 
yourself, who primarily runs F-USA 
and WERA, doesn't get the recognition 
that he deserves? 

You have to earn the respect and status 
you deserve. I’m quite happy, personal- 
ly, with the respect I receive from my 
peers. I don't demand a lot of worship, 
so to speak. I want to be one of the 
guys. I guess I am a little dissatisfied 
with the amount of attention the series 
gets, the amount of coverage all the rac- 
ers get. It doesn't seem like we get all of 
the recognition that our efforts deserve. 
We need to remember that there is more 
than one game in town. I don't own the 
Formula USA series or anything, but a 
lot of us have put a lot of time into it, 
and when people print things that are 
derogatory, or take a little stab at it, it 
hurts. me too. I subscribe to American 
Roadracing and it seems like every 
chance they get, they're going to take a 
stab at Gonda (F-USA President Doug 
Gonda), some kind of way to give him a 
hangnail or something. Or better yet, 
it's like Formula USA just doesn't exist. 
How does that make me feel, I'm the 
champion of nothing? Hopefully, we'll 
try that much harder to turn some good 
laps times, and prove that we're a 
viable series. It's an honest-to-gosh seri- 
ous deal, compared to anybody's series 
anywhere. 

The top five or six guys over there at 
the AMA, they're doing a good job, 
they're committed, they have vision, 
they know what they have to do. They 
have the drive and determination to 
make the. most out of what God's given 
them. They've worked hard to get what 
they've earned, and my hat's off to 
them. It Kind of hurts my feelings when 
they come over to our series and do 
well, then maybe some of the publica- 
tions make it look like we're a bunch-of 
bozos. I’m going to give it the best I can, 
and I'm there to race to win, too. 


Do you ever think about the fact that... 












you're older than most of the other top 
riders? 

Sometimes I do, but I don't when I'm at 
the track. Sometimes when I'm at home, 
when I'm doing something as stupid as 
weed eating, and you think, "Boy, it 
sure is nice that I can work all 10 fin- 
gers." I used to never think about stuff 
like that when I was 25. I don't think 
about stuff like that when I'm at the 
track, because that would be detrimen- 
tal. You do wonder how much longer 
you want to do this. The answer is that I 
love riding motorcycles, and I’m driven 
to compete. I don't enjoy trail riding. If I 
get on a dirt bike, the first thing I'm 
going to do is lay out an oval. I'm going 
to start racing. That's what drives me. I 
don't have any interest at all in getting 
frorn point A to point В and sightseeing. 
It's always been about going as hard as 
you could go. That's youthful exuber- 
ance talking, and that's how I felt when 
I was young. Now, I still have that com- 
petitive drive, but with age, it's just a 
natural thing, you just want to try and 
keep yourself intact. I'd like to stay 
intact so I can enjoy the sport I love for 
many more years. The biggest pain in 
the butt about getting hurt is the fact 
that you can't ride. I don't care about 
the pain, I don't care about laying on the 
sofa in plaster with nothing on TV, but it 
just sucks that you can't ride. That's: 
what I love to do. 

So you're not ready to quit yet? 

Oh no. I just want to keep trying to 
become the best I could be. As long as 
I'm still studying hard, trying to make 
myself learn, I hate to quit. It's still a 
challenge, me against the race track. If I 
go to a track, I want to improve the lap 
times from the previous visit. That's the 
challenge for me. When I go to a place 
and I'm not on the pace, it's really hard 
on me. Naturally, I want to win and be 
competitive. But you can't just drive up 
to a track and start whopping up on 
Doug Chandler. He's a super guy and a 
super-good rider, and he's earned what 
he's got. If you're out there on the same 
race track, it's kind of an honor. If those 
guys aren't lapping you and Tipping 
you off, you'll be-all right. 
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So it’s 10:30 p.m., and I'm making my way 
home from John Wayne Airport. I'm dog- 
tired, battling the flu and hoping that I will 
somehow be able to shave a little time off the 
standard 25-minute journey from airport to 
beach house. That's when it occurs to me. 

If I can wait until the last possible sec- 
ond, hold it to the outside edge of the road, 
get on the brakes smoothly, get the thing 
flicked in there, make the apexes wide - or 
maybe come in tight, square each turn and 
then stand it up and roll on the throttle at 
the earliest possible moment to get a hard 
drive off the corner, I should be able to shave 
several seconds off my trek homeward. 
Sound delirious? Maybe, but those are just 
some of the basics that I learned while 
attending no fewer than three different 
schools during the month of March, so I 
might as well put them to use now. 

Although once I graduated from college, 
I swore that I'd never go back to school 
again, the invitations to higher learning that 
I received during the aforementioned time 
period were hard to pass up. My CN “schol- 
arships" afforded me the opportunity to 
attend two dirt track schools and one road 
racing school. And not with just any old 
teachers either. No sir. My instructors were 
to be some of the top men in the world of 
professional dirt track and road racing over 
the past 20 years. Who? Hmm, let's see if 
these names ring a bell: Steve Morehead, 

Freddie Spencer, Chris Carr. Guys like that. 
So how could I pass on any of them? Would 
you?

LEARNING TO FLY: STEVE 
MOREHEAD DIRT TRACK SCHOOL 


Barberville, Florida, March 4 

Every year during Daytona Bike 
Week each Cycle News editor /reporter in 
attendance can pretty much count on 
two things: 1) An ungodly schedule that 
sees him or her rushing from race to race 
- sometimes three a day; and 2) at least 
one day during the week that lets them 
either relax or catch up. My "relax" day 
came on Tuesday this year at which 
point I promptly signed on to ride Steve 
Morehead's one-day dirt track workshop 
at the Volusia County Fairgrounds half 
mile while also testing the new ATK 
600MR dirt tracker at the same time. 
Sound like a relaxing day to you? 

The method to my madness was sim- 
ple. I love dirt track, and I want to ride it 








as much as possible. I knew that this 
would be a rare chance not only 
to improve my 





skills but to do so 
under the watchful eye of Morehead, a 
true veteran whose Grand National 
career spans all the way back to 1974. 

Few can argue that the "Findlay 
Flyer" is one of a handful of riders on 
the circuit today who can master any 
track condition. A “blue-collar” riding 
style combined with hard work and lots 
of devotion to the art of proper motorcy- 
cle setup has paid big dividends as evi- 
denced by Morehead's 22 career Grand 
National wins, 216 top-10 finishes and 
15 top-10 finishes in the series stand- 
ings. He knows a thing or two about 
how to prepare a motorcycle and then 
get around the race track. 

Iarrived at the Volusia gates around 
9 a.m. The bike - a loaner from the TCR 
boys, already in place thanks to the help 
of the Coziahr Harley-Davidson squad, 
whose riders Paul Morgan III and Josh 
Butler also decided to take the school. 
As Morgan, Butler and I got into our 
leathers, Morehead and his assistant 


broke the 29-rider class into three prac- 
tice groups and then sent us out to get a 
feel for the race track. 

It had been just over five months 
since the last time I threw a leg over a 
dirt tracker on a big track, the dust bowl 
that was the VDTRA Del Mar Mile (I 
had learned a lesson on that day, too; it 
was called survival), but after a few wob- 
bly laps, I got the unfamiliar ATK up to 
what I thought was a reasonable rate of 
speed around the semi-banked and 
blue-grooved 3/8-mile sand track. After 
two more sessions I was even more con- 
fident that I was “gettin’ it on." Then 
Morehead called us in, got the students 
together and went over the curriculum 
for the day, a plan of action that was so 
surprising in its simplicity that I remem- 
ber hearing it and thinking that we were 
in for an easy time. 

“Most of the guys that I see riding 
today, when they get to the corner they 
snap the throttle shut and jump on the 
brakes and then try to get the thing 
turned,” Morehead said. “Then they get 
back on the gas. Today we're going to 
show you how to pick up the throttle as 
early as possible, so that you can roll the 
corner and keep your momentum up." 

Still recovering from an off-season 
neck injury, Morehead opted not to throw 
on the leathers himself in order to illus- 
trate the technique, but he made up for it 
by recruiting one hell of a teaching assis- 
tant in the form of fellow veteran Terry 
Poovey. Morehead had Poovey take sev- 
eral demonstration laps, the first few of 
which were used to show us the way that 
we were negotiating the corners. Then the 
Texan cranked on the throttle and 
showed us how it should be done. 

It was a real thing of beauty to watch 
Poovey rocket down the straightaways 
before he gracefully laid the bike into 
the corners and then blipped the throttle 
to get the chassis settled before starting 
his drive way, way, way before the mid- 
point of each curve. Lap after lap, 
Poovey used the exact same techniques 
at precisely the same points on the race 
track not so much to hammer the bike 
through the turns, but rather to smooth- 
ly guide it around the track. The differ- 
ence was subtle, but noticeable. 

"No problem," I thought to myself. 
Yeah right. 

When my group went out, I began to 
apply the technique - or so I thought. 
After several laps, I was up to speed, 
but the narrow-grooved half mile had 
me spooked initially, and I found myself 
trying to rush everything to make time. 
That meant trouble when it came time to 
exit the corners as I was fighting the 
motorcycle under acceleration. More- 
head flagged me in and confirmed my 
fears. Ў 

"You're jumping on the brakes way 
too hard and then not getting on the gas 
soon enough," Morehead said. "You're 
waiting until almost the middle of the 
turn before you start to roll on the throt- 
tle, and that's why you're fighting it 
coming off the turns. You have to roll it 
in further and ease the transition by 
blipping the throttle." 

“Where do you want me to pick it 
up?" I asked. 

Morehead then pointed to a hay bale 
on the infield. It was at least 40 feet clos- 
er in the curve than the one that I was 
using to start my acceleration. 

“But that's the one I’m using as a 
brake marker," I said in tone that 
implied Morehead was certifiably 
insane. 

“Not anymore.” 

“No problem,” I replied in a tone that 
implied I was certifiably insane. 

See, I have enough faith in my own

ability insofar as that while I normally 
wouldn’t have attempted what More- 
head had just prescribed, I knew that if 
he said I could do it, then I could do it. 
At the start of the next session, I 
promptly checked to see where the 
ambulance was parked, and headed 
back out. The difference was like night 
and day. 

When I got to the turn where More- 
head was standing, I damn near closed 
my eyes as I tapped the brakes and slid 
it in, making sure I rapped the gas a 
couple of times when I got to my hay 
bale (guess I had one eye open). But a 
funny thing happened. The rear of the 
motorcycle hunkered down a little, and 
I suddenly found myself steering with 
the throttle a little more than with the 
handlebars. Once I had gotten a proper 


feel for it, that was all it took, and as I 
got more aggressive I wound up shav- 
ing two more seconds off my lap time. 
The rest of the day was spent working 
the technique. Although I never got it 
down perfectly, it sure made for easier 
negotiation of the big track, and my con- 
fidence continued to build. We took a 
lunch break, at which time Morehead 
and veteran Grand National tuner Skip 
Eaken thoroughly discussed motorcycle 
preparation, admonishing students to 
make changes just to see how they 
would influence the handling of the 
bike. 

“But when you make a change, such 
as a ride-height adjustment, write it 
down, so that if it doesn’t work, you 
can go back to your starting point,” 
Morehead said. “And you should start

out by making only one change at a 
time.” 

We then continued to practice in our 
various groups until 3 p.m., at which 
time we called it a day. There was never 
a doubt that we’d had enough track 
time, and I was glad to finally be able to 
get off the bike. 

But I came away from Morehead’s 
school thoroughly satisfied with the 
progress that Id made and grateful to 
Morehead for sharing the knowledge. If 
he ever does another one, I'd recom- 
mend it. In fact, I wish he'd consider a 
full-time school of his own when he 
finally decides to retire from the Grand 
National circuit. His wealth of knowl- 
edge could be just the thing to take an 
intermediate or advanced dirt tracker to 
a whole different level. 
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RIGHTS AND WRONGS AND RIGHTS 
AND LEFTS: FREDDIE SPENCER'S 
HIGH PERFORMANCE RIDING 
SCHOOL 


Las Vegas, Nevada, March 26-27 

Road racing is, in my mind, the only 
untamed wilderness left in my motorcy- 
cle riding career. While I'm certainly no 
master at the other disciplines in which 
I've partaken, when it comes to making 
rights and lefts at a high rate of speed, 
I'm still a baby, and for that reason I 
have never competed in a road race. So 
that's what made me anxious to attend 
the inaugural two-day session of Fred- 
die Spencer's High Performance Riding 
School at Las Vegas Motor Speedway. I 
wanted to learn and gain enough confi- 
dence so that when the right circum- 
stance comes along, I can, one day, race. 
At Spencer's school, I got halfway there. 
I certainly learned a lot. 

You might think that could not be 
avoided given the one-time 250cc and 
two-time 500cc World Champion's cre- 
dentials - after all, he is still the only 
motorcycle racer ever to capture both 
the 250 and 500cc World titles.in a single 
season. But all that wouldn't mean squat 
if he could not articulate the fundamen- 
tals of tarmac riding to me in an elemen- 
tary fashion. I’m a baby, remember? But 
right from his introductory lecture, 
Spencer put my mind at ease. 

“This school is all about the tech- 
niques that I’ve used in my past 30 years 
of racing,” Spencer said. “I won my first 
race in 1966. I won my last race in 1995. 
The emphasis of this school is on teach- 
ing you the techniques that I’ve learned 
and then how to apply those techniques. 
You'll notice that we've kept the class 
size small. That way I can work with 
each of you individually, and you can 
get as much out of it as possible.” 

There was a lot to get out of it. After 
Nick Ienatsch picked us up from the 
Binion’s Horseshoe Hotel, drove us to 
the race track and then spun a few laps 
on the course to give us a feel for it, we 
arrived in the garage area of the speed- 
way and sat down to a light breakfast 
provided by the school. I looked around 
and saw that. Spencer has received a 
tremendous amount of support for this 
effort,-much of it from sponsors he car- 
ried in his GP heyday. Students would 
be learning on brand-new Honda 
CBR600F3s shod with Michelin Hi Sport 
tires. There were Arai helmets available 
for rental by any student who needed 
one, as well as full sets of Dainese 
leathers and Alpinestars boots. Of the 
F3s available, five of them were desig- 
nated for Spencer’s SR Pro course, 
decked out in supersport trim with trick 
Pi Research telemetry systems on board 
for more precise analysis of a rider’s lap 
on the school’s 10-turn course, which is 
located on the infield of the speedway. 
For our sessions, Spencer enlisted the 
aid of former Sport Rider editor and 
AMA 250cc Grand Prix-class road racer 
Ienatsch, who served as Spencer's teach- 
ing assistant on the first day and then 
took over as the primary instructor on 
day two. 

Anyway you looked at it, Spencer's 
accommodations were top-notch. But 
would the instruction be? 

Spencer's curriculum stresses four 
fundamentals: 1) Awareness; 2) Smooth- 
ness; 3. Visualization; and 4) Simplifica- 
tion. Spencer said that street riders can 
gain a lot by placing their primary 


emphasis on the first two. 


“There are so many things that can 
go wrong on the street,” Spencer said. 
“Become aware of things like when you 
can get back on the throttle or how 
much you can lean the bike over. You 
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also have to be aware of the conditions 
because they are always changing. 

“Also, you have to develop sensitivi- 
ty to what the bike is doing and develop 
your technique in smooth sequences, 
which means that you upset the bike as 
little as possible,” Spencer said, adding 
one of several illustrating stories that we 
students would hear over the weekend. 
“When I was riding the Honda triple 
and Kenny (Roberts) was riding the 
Yamaha V-four in 1983, he was able to 
get off the corners better than I could, so 
what did I do? I'd run it in harder than 
he did. Only I couldn’t get the bike 
turned. I had to develop a style where I 
rolled off the throttle as smoothly as I 
could going into the corners so that I 
could make a better transition.” 

No surprise then that this was the 
first of several drills we would go 
through to improve our skills. Spencer 
took us out to a relatively fast right- 
hand kink that set us up for the final 
horseshoe curve before the front straight 
so that we could practice rolling off the 
throttle and feathering the front brake in 
a fluid motion. It was neat to watch 
Spencer as he climbed aboard the 
school’s VFR750 “teacher bike” and 
demonstrated the skill. It was difficult to 
match. As the entire student body went 
through the drill, everyone “hacked” the 
front brake, causing their front ends to 
dive and shudder. But on the second 
time through, several students 
improved markedly. It wasn’t long 
before Spencer was satisfied with the 
improvements that each student had 
made. 

The second drill simply built on the 
first, as Spencer took us down to anoth- 
er corner, the tight, left-handed turn 
one, to practice downshifting and brak- 
ing at the same time. Once again he 





demonstrated the technique, combining 
braking with rapid-fire downshifting, 
and once again several students had dif- 
ficulty at first. Some never did get it 
right - me among them. Spencer 
addressed the situation when we took 
our lunch break. 

“A lot of you were having trouble 
with that corner,” Spencer said. “I 
wouldn’t approach that corner any dif- 
ferently, but we will work on that one 
again tomorrow. The main thing is that 
you learned to be aware and concentrate 
on being smooth. That builds consisten- 
cy. As you do more laps it will get diffi- 
cult to stay patient, but by being 
smooth, the speed will come.” 

Several more fundamental drills 
were run in the afternoon, with Ienatsch 
doing the directing while Spencer 
observed our progress on the various 
sections of the course and gave feedback

to us via Ienatsch; the two were linked 
by radio. By this time, we were also 
allowed to make complete laps of the 
course so as to develop a rhythm by 
stringing together the sections that we'd 
learned. It made a huge difference. By 
the end of the day most of the students 
were visibly much faster. To close the 
first day out, we enjoyed a brief suspen- 
sion seminar by Paul Thede of Race 
Tech before being divided into two five- 
man groups and heading out for two 20- 
minute practice sessions per group. len- 
atsch did several lead /follow laps with 
us to help us out. It was a real confi- 
dence builder. Nobody had a stopwatch 
on me, but I think that my fastest laps 
came at the end of this day. 

Day two was spent in much the same 
manner as the first, with Spencer con- 
spicuously absent for most of it, e

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By Henny Ray Abrams 
Photos by Gold & Goose 


il acing is having the opportu- 

nity to win. We're going to 

R be able to have the opportu- 

nity to do that in the very 

near future. If we don't, I want to know 
why we don't. I want answers to that." 

So said Kenny Roberts between ses- 
sions at the Japanese Grand Prix, the 
race where, a day later, his revolution- 
ary Modenas KRV3 would score the first 
Grand Prix points of its very short life. 

Just 13 weeks after construction had 
begun on the new Modenas race bikes, 
Jean-Michel Bayle nursed it home in 
14th place, the engine vibrating, the fuel 
running out, and Bayle wondering if it 
would make it to the finish. Had there 
not been ominous sounds coming from 
below, the Frenchman might have been 
able to improve his position: He ran 
near the fight for 11th much of the race. 
Finishing should have been cause 
enough for celebration, but Roberts 
wasn't doing cartwheels. He knows 
what the machine is capable of and 
where it's going and, for him, it hasn't 
gotten there fast enough. 

"We've got to make better parts," 
Roberts said. "They've assured me that's 
happening. The key components are not 
the quality they should be. They're way 
off. We hope in Jerez (for the Spanish 
Grand Prix on May 4) to fix it. We know 
we have the horsepower when we get 
the parts made to specifications. If we 
do that we'll have a lot better engine. 
Right now it's just work. There's no 
more panic to get the parts made." 








Most of the parts are made by vari- 
ous sub-contractors in the area sur- 
rounding the team's shop in Banbury, 
England, and the motors are assembled 
by Tom Walkinshaw Racing. Roberts 
has made it clear that the quality of the 
parts is not acceptable and has been 
assured that the new parts will be made 
to stricter tolerances. Having crank- 
shafts that separate is but one of the 
gremlins the Modenas faces. 

There is a domino effect to the vari- 
ous problems the team faces and time is 
the greatest enemy. The sponsor com- 
mitments came very late which delayed 
production of the race bikes to the last 
minute. Marlboro had reorganized sev- 
eral of their sponsorship packages, both 
in the World Championships - they 
dropped Team Rainey Yamaha - and in 
Formula One. 

"They knew when they didn't make 
the commitment to go racing what the 
consequences were," Roberts said. 

Roberts had prepared his sponsors 
for the possibility that the team 
wouldn't make it to the first two races. 


"If something happened in a long. 


lead time item, like a crankshaft, we 
would have been forced to skip the first 
two races," Roberts said. "It takes us 
about six weeks, six to eight weeks to 
get a crankshaft built. It was order them 
that day (when the money came 
through) or we wouldn't have made it. 
They were different specifications than 
the prototypes. They were not okay. The 
engine is not near its spec." 

And the spec is already changing. 

By the time Roberts got the money to 
build the machines the season was fast

They'd tested prototypes before then, 
but not the race bikes. Neither machine 
finished in Malaysia. Bayle's broke a 
crankshaft and Kenny Roberts Jr.'s bike 
broke a small part in the rear suspen- 
sion. 

^We thought after Malaysia we'd get 
killed here," Roberts said. “In actual fact 
we're doing much better than that." 

Bayle and Roberts Jr. qualified 13th 
and 15th, respectively, at Suzuka with 
Bayle less than four-tenths of a second 
off the second row after a problem-filled 
weekend which saw him vent his frus- 
trations to the team. His machines have 
suffered two crankshaft failures, a bro- 
ken connecting rod, and a fuel-supply 
problem which stranded him on the 
course at Suzuka. It was a simple prob- 
lem, a $20 connection to the fuel pump, 
but it had come loose and the bike ran 
out of gas on the first lap of practice. 

“It's a very complex system that we 
probably started too soon,” Roberts 
admitted between practice sessions at 
Suzuka. Though many teams rely on a 
simple gravity feed for fuel delivery, the 
Modenas uses a fuel pump which guar- 



























































































approaching and the timetable had 
drastically shrunk. That meant that any- 
thing that was built would be built late 
and might have to suffice for the first 
two races. Not only that, but the riders 
wouldn’t get any seat time on the race 
bikes until practice began for the 
Malaysian GP. Once that happened 
they’d learn more. And they did. 

“The first test in anger with no rpm 
limit was the first practice in Malaysia,” 
Roberts said. 





antees a more constant fuel flow to the 
Roberts carburetors under all conditions. 
“A connector didn’t get connected all the 
way,” Roberts explained. “It doesn’t 
supply the float bowls with fuel.” 

The team had hoped to have new 
parts at Suzuka, but none arrived and 
they had no choice but to carry on. 

“We didn't get any of the stuff we 
were supposed to get," lamented 
Roberts. "We were supposed to have 
new crankshafts here, didn't get them in 





time. New cylinders, didn’t get them. 
New pistons, didn’t get them. Little 
Kenny’s bike is running the same pis- 
tons, cylinders, and crankshafts that he 
had in Malaysia.” 

The engines which were used on the 
Asian swing will likely never be used 
again, at least not as is. The new crank- 
shafts will be assembled differently, 
hopefully to cure the reliability prob- 
lems. There will be new cylinders and 
pistons in Jerez. And it won't stop there. 
Roberts has said all along that one of the 
main attractions to building his own 
machine was that he could react quickly 
to change. The Hondas have a new fir- 
ing order, Suzuki is known to be experi- 
menting with several new firing orders, 
now Roberts says that he, too, will have 
different crankshaft timing very shortly. 

^We'll be experimenting with that 
stuff tremendously," Roberts said "The 
engine we're using now may not be the 
one we're using six or seven months 
from now. If we decide it needs another 
design, we'll put that in. The changed 
firing order will be in within.a month. 
We're going to offset it a little bit. Offset 
the two cylinders that fire together." 

New, more efficient bodywork is also 
being developed after the team spent a 
day wind-tunnel testing in England. 

“When we got in the wind tunnel we 
were surprised," Roberts admitted. 
What they discovered is that "it's not as 
good as we hoped it would be." 

The new bodywork won't be ready 
for Jerez on May 4, but should be soon 
after. 

"]t's expensive, but we'll have a dif- 
ferent shape real soon," Roberts said. 
“And have one after that." So that the 
machine that finishes the season may 
not resemble all that closely the machine 
which begins the season, unlike the rival 
Japanese factories. 

Right now, though, they're still play- 
ing catch-up for having missed the win- 
ter testing season. 

"The biggest problem is that the rid- 
ers haven't had enough time to get the 
machine to go around corners faster," 
Roberts said of what should be one of 
the team's main advantages. Instead the 
riders have some of the same complaints 
they had with last year's Yamahas. 
"That's what I'm not happy about. It's 
no one's fault. We're a sponsored team, 
not a manufacturer's team." 

Now that the crush of the Asian leg 
of the tour is over, the team returns to 
their home base in England where they 
enjoy a greater sense of stability. Roberts 
hopes to begin an extensive test pro- 
gram as soon as possible. 

"We need a test bike, maybe two. We 
need time to develop the test bike." 

Though they're not as far off as many 
people had thought. ^We're 10 K's (6.2 
mph) down, but only on the four-cylin- 
der Yamahas. For the first time out 
that's kind of hard to believe. The firing 
order, pistons, with all that stuff we'll be 
able to see more clearly where we are." 

It has been less than a year since 
work began in earnest on the project 
and each milestone gains the team 
greater credibility, though Roberts 
admits he's heard from the detractors. 

^You've got jealous people who 
don't have a clue what it is to build a 
motorcycle," he says, adding that their 
motives may be personal. "Experts said 
it couldn't be done. It caught a lot of 
people by surprise. Quality people were 
surprised it's going to be competitive." 

“We can make a Honda with our 
eyes shut. Anybody can do that. I could 
make a Yamaha tonight. I don't want to 
be just as good. I want to go in my own 
direction and be better." сч

AMA/NATC NATIONAL OBSERVED

MCCAIN VALLEY, CA, APR. 19 
hen those who attended round 
three of this year’s AMA/NATC 
National Observed Trials Series 
at the McCain Valley OHV Recre- 
ation Area bench-race about it in 
the future, they're going to remember 
who got second as clearly as who won. 
For the record, three-time and defend- 
ing AMA/NATC National Observed 
Trials Champion Geoff Aaron won his 
second National in a row on his Beta, 
carding a sweet 16 (with 24 cleans) for 
the day. 
Don't think it was a walk, though, 
because one other rider collected just 16 
(falling just short of Aaron with 23 


'cleans). To look at him, you'd think he 


might be old enough to ride the High 
School class (which he is, having turned 
15 the week before). But weighing less 
than 100 pounds in full gear, Adam 
Rega appeared to be more than a foot 
beneath Aaron's 6-foot-3-inch frame, a 
David-and-Goliath sort of match some 
might say.-Rega a Championship-class 
contender? No way, Jose. 

As Rega proved, however, size isn't 
everything. He is, after all, from Spain, 
where he can train daily with many of 
the world's best trials riders. Brought to 
California for a bit of international expe- 
rience by Gas Gas international market- 
ing director Andreu Codina of Spain, a 
former world-class trials rider himself, 
Rega quickly established himself a 
crowd favorite. At first spectators 
cheered him because of his youth and 
size, but his talent quickly came through 
and won them over. 

Of course, it was all academic 
because he rode strictly for exhibition, 
not for any series points or even a tro- 
phy. Officially, runner-up honors went 
to round-one winner Raymond Peters, 
also on a Gas Gas, with 18, while Bel- 
gian expatriate Olivier Clamgirand 
earned third with a contested 19 on his 
Gas Gas. 

The American Trials Association laid 
out a dozen sections in the rocks and 
scrub brush of McCain Valley, in the 
mountains near the southern end of 
Anza-Borrego Desert State Park; 55 
competitors took part. The warm, spring 
day was a welcome change from the 
subfreezing temperatures everyone 
faced in the Texas rounds last weekend. 
All riders would bypass two sections. 
Most of the Championship entrants 
termed the degree of difficulty as easy 
to moderate, making for a low-scoring, 
tight event, with only section 12 provid- 
ing a real test. As Aaron put it, “The last 
section today was probably the best sec- 
tion, even though I didn't do that well in 
it. It was probably the most spectacular 
and the best one to watch. It was the 
best one to ride if you could do it right. 

"I don't care for the sections too 
much when they're easy - you make 
silly mistakes, and everyone makes silly 
mistakes (now and then) so anybody 
could win. When the sections are more 
difficult, it tends to separate the men 
from the boys." 














Clamagirand seemed to agree, say- 
ing: “I just wish the sections could’ve 
been harder here. I had a great time, 
though." 

Anyone who doubted Rega's abilities 
couldn't ignore the fact that he led the 
field after the first loop with six points, 
followed by Aaron and Peters with 
eight each, and seven and five cleans, 
respectively. Clamagirand at nine was 
the only other competitor in single dig- 
its, though he filed a protest for his 
score in section nine. 

“I got a five for going over a (bound- 
ary) ribbon that was under a rock," he 
reported. “It cost me first place. It was a 
very easy section." 

Officials disallowed his protest, how- 
ever, leaving the former Belgian Nation- 
al champ still looking for his first U.S. 
National win. 

Peters bumped it up on loop two, 
with his six points and eight cleans 
identical to Regas score on both loop

one and loop two. That left Rega still the 
unofficial leader and Peters the official 
leader, with 12 and 14 points, respec- 
tively. “I started things off really well," 
Peters said, "and it was looking good." 

Aaron's eight points kept him a close 
third-with 16, and Clamagirand stayed 
in the hunt with another nine for 18 
total. 

All of the front-runners improved on 
the last loop. Rega brought in a card 
showing four points and seven cleans, 
Peters nearly matching that at four and 
six. Gas Gas teamster Jess Kempkes 
finally got his loop score in the single 
digits with his four and eight. "I wasn't 
expecting (today) to be so easy," the 
Nebraskan said. "I made a few minor 
mistakes, and it just killed me in the 
overall run." 

Clamagirand scorched the last loop, 
dabbing just once. 

What makes a champion is the ability 
to thrive under pressure, and that's pre- 
cisely what Aaron did, cleaning all 10 
sections that last loop. That rally leap- 
frogged him from an unofficial third to 













































the top of the podium for the second 
event in a row. 

“The biggest problem for me was the 
last section, which I fived on my first 
and second laps,” Aaron admitted. “I 
finally was able to get it on the third lap. 
I did the best I could and only made a 
couple silly mistakes on the first two 
laps. The last lap was about as good as I 
could get - I zeroed the last lap. 

“The Texas rounds were at sea level, 
and this here was around 4000 (feet), so 
we just upped the compression slightly 
and lowered the gearing to get my low- 
end power back,” he revealed. “I felt 
real comfortable with the bike this 
weekend.” 

“I've worked hard all winter to try to 
tighten the gap up," National number- 
three Peters said. "The (new) bike's 
working great. I had to twist (Gas Gas 
importer) Dale Malasek's arm to get the 
320, but I really like it. We did a little 
tinker stuff to it to smooth it out a little 
bit. 

"Today was one of those days where 
I just kept taking ones. I handed the trial 
away on ones - just one dab here, one 
stupid dab there. I handed two too 
many away. I could see the clean lap, 
and I was styling section 12 my first and 
last rides. My second ride I just pulled a 
no-brainer - didn't pull the trigger hard 
enough - and I did just what Geoff was 
doing and tapped the front wheel into 
that last rock. It lifted the bike up too 
straight. But my first and third laps 
were good. 

“It's just confidence stuff. It's all a 
head game. Either of us can win; we've 
just got to do it right on the right day. 

"Tomorrow's sort of fun, then 
(rounds four and five in Rhode Island) 
should be interesting." CN

McCain for this year’s round three, he 
did the next best thing: Kempkes won 
the ever-popular and highly attended 
El Trial de Espana, now in its 27th edi- 
tion. 

How popular is El Trial? Judging by 
rider participation, it’s the trials version 
of Daytona; 112 entered, compared to 55 
for the previous day’s National. It’s still 
a charity sort of event, with all money 
raised going to help send an American 
team to the annual Trial des Nations, 
which will be held on the Isle of Man 
this year for the first time in its short 
(since '87) history. 

All of the non-Championship-class 
riders rode two times around a loop 
containing 10 sections. Champ riders 
did that loop once then rested, because 
the American Trials Association laid out 
an exhibition loop consisting of five sec- 
tions that provided at least as much 
challenge as the previous day's section 
12. It offered the Champ riders the 
chance to perform before relatively large 
and very appreciative spectators, as well 
as the ESPN camera. 

Interestingly, two riders from Ore- 
gon - Lonny Hallsted and Dennis Sweet- 
en, both on Betas - led after the morning 
loop and cleaned all 10 sections. Beta- 
mounted Geoff Aaron, fresh off his 
National win the day before, and Kemp- 
kes on his Gas Gas both recorded ones. 
Canadian Ryon Bell, not long out of the 
High School class, and Spanish won- 
derkid Adam Rega stayed in the hunt 
with five points each, just ahead of the 
sixes punched by both Olivier Clamagi- 
rand and former El Trial winner Mark 
Manniko. 

The first of the exhibition sections 
was essentially the previous day's sec- 
tion 12 with another boulder to negoti- 
ate at the end. The remaining four used 
different sections entirely, and they 
employed plenty of vertical rock faces, 
big gaps and tight turns to keep interest 
high and attention riveted. х 

“Today was а lot different (than yes- 
terday),” Kempkes said. “All of the 
(exhibition) sections were a lot harder. If 
you made a few mistakes, you could 
pick (that deficit back) up in the next 
couple sections. I fived the first section, 
and I thought, ‘You know, I could still 
pull it off.’

how!” a jubilant Steve Hatch 
exclaimed after taking a 
photo-finish win over Scott 
Summers at the Wilderness AMA Grand 
National Cross Country finish line. In 
one of the most emotionally charged fin- 
ishes in GNCC history, Hatch was able 
to eke out the win by half a wheel after a 
lap-long slugfest with defending 
National Champion Summers. 

The final moments of GNCC round 
five were more akin to a Hollywood 
sports melodrama (in the Rocky tradi- 
tion) than a Sunday afternoon motor- 
sports event, both riders dealing blows 
and the other countering until one was 
wrapped in the arms of victory by his 
entourage and the other was left silent, 
the final charge to the checkered replay- 
ing itself over and over in his head. The 
win by Team Suzuki’s Hatch gives the 
New Yorker additional points to pad his 
series points lead over second-place 
Summers and was the first repeat win 
for any of the title contenders, the previ- 
ous four rounds having been won by 
four different riders. Hatch’s other win 
came at the opening round in Ocala, 
Florida, in March. 

The event was held at the Wilderness 
campground near Clarksburg, West Vir- 
ginia, provides a picturesque setting for 
off-road racing. A waterslide and recre- 
ational lake share the valley with the 
event pits and starting area, and are sur- 
rounded by the Appalachian mountains 
of Central West Virginia, where Dave 
Coombs and the Racer Productions crew 
laid out the 10-mile course for the day’s 
race. A short motocross section con- 


` structed on the face of a hillside border- 


ing the start consisted of a series of up 
and downhill switchbacks designed to 
thin the pack before entering the woods.

The woods sections provid- 
ed ample opportunities to 
pass with wide trail in spots 
and an absence of foliage 
and brush, the onset of 
spring just now becoming 
evident in the area. Toss in a 
cloudless sky and tempera- 
tures in the 60s and you 
have yet another series 
round in which weather 
would not be a deciding fac- 
tor. 

Up-and-coming series 
competitors planned to take 
advantage of the absence of 
several top riders to gain 
valuable points and im- 
prove their overall finish for 
the day. Still on the missing- 
in-action list due to 
injury were Team Yamaha/ 
Andrew’s Yamaha’s Fred 
Andrews and Team Yamaha/Sports 
Cycles Racing’s Duane Conner. Also 
absent from the Team Yamaha pro pits 
was Cycle Gear's Randy Hawkins, who 
was away defending his National 
Enduro title in Washington. Defending 
National Hare Scrambles Champion 
Team Suzuki's Rodney Smith was at 
home in California, recuperating from 
an injured knee sustained at round 
three, though this is the first event that 
Smith has not been able to start as a 
result of the injury. Still, 17 riders from 
New York to California comprised the 
pro rider field and were the first wave 
of 14 to leave the starting line at the 
event's start. 

Hatch continued his fast-starting 
ways at Clarksburg by grabbing the 
holeshot once again. Previous GNCC 
round winner, current AMA National 
Hare Scrambles points leader and fellow 
Suzuki teammate Paul Edmondson held 
the second position as they rounded the 
first turn. Doug Blackwell, Mike Samp- 
son, Chris Smith, Jason Dahners, Gene

Onail and Brian Keegan followed them 
into the woods, while Scott Plessinger 
was buried midpack and Scott Summers 
suffered a three-kick start. 

At the completion of one lap of rac- 
ing, Hatch and Edmondson were still 
running together up front and Summers 
had mounted a charge that brought him 
up to third, 15 seconds back from the 
pair of Suzuki riders. Team KTM's Scott 
Plessinger had also made it around a 
number of riders to take control of 
fourth place. Newly crowned AMA 
Mid-South Hare Scrambles Champion 
Doug Blackwell and KTM/Seattle Cycle 
Center’s Jason Dahners were fender to 
fender in a duel for fifth, and Brian Kee- 
gan had his Team Green Kawasaki in a 
position to challenge the battling duo, 
just six seconds to their rear. It would be 
over a minute before another pro rider 
appeared from the woods, descending 
the trail into view just above the park 
waterslide. Yamaha-mounted Scott 
McLaughlin, ISDE hero Chris Smith, 
aboard his new TM ride, and series vet- 


















































eran Gene Onail, and his Kawasaki, 
completed the top 10. 

During lap two, Summers was able 
to catch up with the Suzukis of Hatch 
and Edmondson and the trio became a 
freight train, swapping the lead many 
times and moving in tandem through 
the large numbers of lapped riders. No 
one elsé would be able to stay on the 
pace of the top three, though Hatch did 
give fourth-place Plessinger an opportu- 
nity to catch up at the midway point 
after losing time with a crash and stop- 
ping in the pits to remove a damaged 
chest protector. 

Concerning the incident and the loss 
of valuable seconds to Summers and 
Edmondson, Hatch said: “Well, I 
(thought) I better get in gear and get 
moving. I actually hit a tree on the sec- 
ond lap real hard and ripped my shoul- 
der out a little bit, but it’s okay, and the 
other side (of the chest protector) ripped 
off.” 

Hatch’s crew got him back onto the 
track after losing almost a minute, all 
told. 

Get moving he did. By lap four the 
two Suzukis and the Honda rider were 
again riding together at arm’s length. 
Regretably for Plessinger, he was unable 
to take advantage of Hatch’s loss of 
momentum, dealing with problems of 
his own. After stopping just two laps 
into the race to adjust his suspension, 
the Ohio rider and two-time former 
National GNCC champ fought suspen- 






sion problems that eventually dropped 
him from the running after gradually 
sliding down the finishing order. A frus- 
trating season thus far had the KTM 
rider looking forward to the three-week 
break between events to concentrate on 
sorting a few things out. 

“We're (the KTM team) going to be 
riding the ‘98 KTM’s next week in Geor- 
gia and maybe 111 be getting some '98 
stuff for my bike," Plessinger said. “It'll 
give me a week to work with the factory 
guys, so I should be dialed in for the 
next race in Brownsville (Pennsylvania, 
May 11).” 

Team Yamaha/Sports Cycle Racing’s 
Blackwell took control of the fourth 
position and was not challenged for the 
latter part of the race, running well 
behind the leaders but comfortably 
ahead of the rest of the pack. Dahners 
held fifth for the majority of the event 
until being challenged by Brian Keegan 
on the last lap. 

With 24 minutes and one lap to go, it 
was Hatch, Summers and Edmondson

running one, two and three with less 
than a second between them. After an 
estimated 30 or so lead changes by the 
top three during the course of the day, 
Edmondson had some problems on the 
final circuit that held him up just long 
enough to put the overall decision in 
Hatch and Summers’ throttle hands. 

“1 just basically stalled on the last 
lap,” Edmondson said. “I tried to over- 
take them and all my lines were bad. I 
got held up a lot by lappers - it was so 
frustrating, I just sat there behind them. 
I tried to keep with them, which was 
okay, but trying to pass them was 
another matter." 

After exchanging the lead repeatedly 
on the final half lap, Hatch appeared 
into spectator view first with Summers a 
second behind. Descending a short but 
steep hill into a rutted mudhole with 
lappers struggling on either side, Hatch 
got through quickly and cleanly. Sum- 
mers easily matched Hatch's speed but 
was swapping, feet out and throttle 
pinned. With an eighth of a mile and 
two turns and a long off-camber 
straightaway (bordering pro pit row) to 
go, it looked impossible for Summers to 
get by. Reaching deeper down, Sum- 
mers did manage to make a pass in the 
tight horseshoe bend and he and Hatch 
raced side by side down the slick off- 
camber straight, only a 90-degree left- 
hander separating them from the check- 
ered flag. 

The roar of Summers' four-stroke 
and the pitch of Hatch's RM was 
matched by the cheers of the crowd as 
they rounded the final bend, full throt- 
tle. The two riders flew past the flag 
within arm's length, side by side and 
clamped on the brakes, sliding together 
into a trackside banner. The crowd fell 
silent. 

The hundreds of spectators gathered 
at the finish line for the deciding 
moment were left to speculate at who 
actually had won, the only clear angle 
being near the referee's viewpoint. 
Hatch then threw down his bike and 
threw up his arms in celebration, while 
Summers also threw his arms up in vic- 











tory. The respective 
teams raced to their rid- 
ers for emotional congrat- 
ulations, but it was 
Hatch's team that was 
given the pointed check- 
ered flag of approval by 
the referee. 

From Team Honda's 
Scott Summers' angle, he 
felt he had claimed the 
victory. 

“1 want to look at the 
video and make sure that 
I didn't win the race, because I thought 
that I was ahead of him when we 
crossed (the referee) right here by the 
banner," Summers said. "I know he 
went by me, but I think it was after we 
crossed the finish line." 

A slow motion replay of video later 
confirmed that Hatch had indeed 
crossed the line first by scant inches. 
Probably the most emotional off-road 
rider in victory and a fan favorite for his 
open displays of exuberance, Hatch 
spoke to the gathered audience and 
video cameras with an ear-to-ear grin 
about the final outcome. 

"Summers and I knew that it would 
come down to this, whoever wanted it 
more today, “ Hatch said. “Summers, 
the last lap, was chasing and pounding 
hard. We swapped leads a few times 
and we both got rather aggressive with 
about a mile to go, and while we were 
here (in spectator view) he got more 
aggressive and got by me and I said, 
‘Well, watch this, I’ve got one more turn 
to show something’ “ 

Concerning the lead battle, Summers 
added, "We probably changed the lead 
five or six times in the last three miles. It 
was really intense out there. I'd like to 
apologize to some of the lappers, 
because Steve and I were just crankin' 
and jammin’ through people. It was an 
awesome race and it had to be great for 
the spectators, because about every hun- 
dred yards there was a different leader." 

Edmondson held little hope of catch- 
ing the duo from his third-place position 
a few seconds back but noted (with typi- 





cal British reserve), "It was a heck of a 
race and really good for everyone and 
very enjoyable but, you know, it was a 
bit unfortunate for myself that I really 
struggled to get by the lappers," 
Edmondson said. "I was kind of hoping 
that they'd take each other out on the 
last lap, that's about the only chance I 
had." 

Blackwell came in for fourth, three 
minutes back and Dahners and Keegan 
(another four minutes later) were wag- 
ing a war for fifth that mirrored the 
Hatch/Summers battle in that it was 
decided in spectator view. 

Keegan had made up a 30-second 
deficit to catch Dahners on the final go- 
ound after the KTM pilot had fallen in 
one of the many course mudhole sec- 
tions and struggled with muddy gloves. 

"I thought, ‘Whoa, where did he 
come from?’ “ Dahners said of his rival's 
unexpected appearance. "When some- 
body catches up to you like (Keegan 
did) they usually pull away." 

Contending with lappers with only a 
few miles to go, they traded the position 
until Dahners was able to make it stick 
just a few hundred yards from the fin- 
ish. Dahners' fifth- and Keegan's sixth- 
place finishes equaled their best results 
of the year. à 

In seventh position was Andrews 
Yamaha's Jimmy Jarrett, a 250cc A rider 
who would have to be considered the 
hottest up-and-coming property on the 
GNCC circuit. Three more Yamaha's 
filled out the top 10. Washington state's 
Scott McLaughlin carded a well-earned 


















eighth overall and Frank Keegan 
equaled his National rank (ninth) with 
his finish behind McLaughlin. Another 
250cc A rider, Robbie Jenks, bested the 
majority of pros by filling out the top 10.

Ienatsch didan excellent job of instruct- 
ing. His enthusiasm was infectious and 
made the learning experience a pleasant 
one. Ienatsch shared with us his views 
on the more racing-oriented fundamen- 
tals of visualization and simplification. 

“A lot of times I’ve ridden laps on 
my TZ250 while it was on the stand in 
the pits, mentally going through laps in 
my head,” Ienatsch said. “When I’ve 
done that, I've often done my best in the 
race." 

Ienatsch then went on to discuss the 
drills we would go through during the 
day, including learning to “open up the 
radius" of each turn and thus get back 
onto the throttle sooner than we'd 
thought possible. 

We suited up and climbed back on 
the bikes, Ienatsch taking us through a 
visualization drill by having us close 
our eyes with the bikes on the stand so 
that we could mentally "ride" the 
course. It was an interesting technique, 
except I ran off the track five times in 
my head. Hey, I never said it didn't 
need work. 

After a few warmup laps we were 
back to turn one, where lenatsch set up 
on the right-hand edge of the track and 
challenged us not to turn in until we 
passed the cone. It made a huge differ- 
ence for me as I was able to open up the 
corner - just like he said we could - and 
thus no longer be afraid of it. 

We continued running drills until 
lunch time, again making full circuits of 
the track. Things were starting to make 
sense, and I was picking up speed con- 
sistently, until if happened. As I was 
running out of the ultrafast turn three 
and headed toward four, my concentra- 
tion lapsed and I ran straight off the 
track into the grass. It wasn't a big deal 
as I got the bike slowed before hitting 
the crash wall, but it was just enough to 
mess me up for the rest of the day. 

Spencer rejoined us late in the day to 
take us through body-position drills in 
the esses, and it was here that my day 
took a turn for the worse. I never could 
get a smooth flow going through the 
section, and after much discussion with 
both Spencer and lenatsch as to how to 
get it right, I chickened out and went 
into survival mode. It was disappoint- 
ing. By day's end, I was happy when the 
final 15-minute practice session came 
and went. I just wanted off. 

But don't get me wrong. I was 
pleased with the school, and I learned a 
lot of new things, among them that I 
need a lot more work if I want to try to 
race. Overall, it was great experience, 
and again I'd recommend it to anyone. 
At $1150 for the SR course and $1750 for 
the SR Pro course, it's not cheap, but it is 
worth it. 


SUPER CRAMPS: DANNY WALKER'S 
AMERICAN SUPERCAMPS, MARCH 
29-30 


Of all the plaees to have a dirt track 
school, Greeley, Colorado, is probably 
the last place that you might think a 
good one would be hiding. 

Yet there I was, standing in the mid- 
dle of a cattle barn at Greeley's Island 
Grove Arena surveying a sharp-looking 
little short track and TT track prepared 
by former AMA National road racer 
Danny.Walker, who runs American 
Supercamps, a dirt track school that is 
designed primarily to teach road racers 
dirt track techniques in order enhance 
their skills. 

Walker's two- and four-day camps 
run $400 and $800, respectively. Walker 
often travels to several regions of the

country, with various superstar road 
racers and dirt trackers brought in as 
guest instructors. But Greeley is home 
base, and for this particular camp we 
were fortunate to have none other than 
former AMA Grand National Champion 
and current Team Harley-Davidson 
road racer Chris Carr on hand to supply 
knowledge. 

Walker provides a fleet of Honda 
XR100s, machines that many consider to 
be the ultimate dirt track trainers, as 
part of the package. Breakfast and lunch 
are provided, thanks to the tireless effort 
of Joanne Walker, Danny's wife. 

The first day's session started with 
Carr explaining what the students could 
expect to learn from the school. The les- 
son plan was very focused. 

“In a traditional road racing line, a 
rider attempts to open up the apex as 
much as possible and carry his speed 
through the turn," Carr said. "That line 
has a high danger point, because the 
motorcycle is leaned over for so long. 
Using dirt track techniques, we're going 
to teach you an alternate line where you 
come in, square up the turn straighten it 
up and make your exit to the inside of 
the traditional line." 

Walker went on to discuss the influ- 
ences in perfecting such a technique on 
the XR. They included entrance speed, 
lean angle, throttle position to lean 
angle, bike position, corner commitment 
and body position. Of these inputs, 
Walker said that body position and lean 
angle were the two most important in 
the early going. 

"You've got to stay seated in the 
middle of the bike," Walker said. "And 
keep your knees tight. We cannot 
overemphasize that point." 

Walker also went on to give an excel- 





lent visual with regard to lean angle, as 
he demonstrated the turning radius of 
an XR when it was upright and in full- 
lock. Then he returned the machine to 
its starting position, leaned it over and 
repeated the exercise. The turning 
radius of the bike was dramatically 
tighter. After a bit more pep talk, from 
Carr, including a "there are no demerits 
for crashing, so crash your brains out if 
you want to," spiel, we suited up, start- 
ed riding and stayed riding for two 
days. 

Carr's wisdom was much appreciat- 
ed, and his extensive dirt track experi- 
ence made him more than capable of 
analyzing each student and offering 
helpful suggestions for improvement. 
Both Walker and Carr also climbed 
aboard bikes and did several demon- 
strations and lead/follow sessions with 
students during the two days. 

The indoor race track was an advan- 
tage in that Walker and Carr could vary 
conditions with very little downtime. 
We learned to make fast right- and left- 
hand turns in both directions on the 
short track and TT course in slimy-wet, 
tacky-fast and dry-slick conditions. The 
diverse surfaces only served to help 
each student as he or she developed 
entrance speed, lean angle, and brake 
and throttle control. It was very effec- 
tive. 

While definitely educational, Walk- 
er's school is actually more of a con- 
trolled riot than a "formal" educational 
process. Students and instructors hoot 
and holler as they ride the course, and 
wheel-to-wheel racing is not discour- 
aged so long as students maintain their 
concentration on the alternate line and 
proper riding technique. I found this out 
two ways: 1) After Carr pulled me and 



















teaching assistant Jim McChesney off 
the track and chastised us for racing and 
not practicing the prescribed line; and 2) 
when Carr climbed on his own bike, 


_banged into me and went down a cou- 


ple of laps later. That's right, I put the 
great Chris Carr on his ass. Heh, heh, oh 
what fun it is... 

But I was not immune either. Over 
the course of two days I high-sided, 
low-sided, spun out to the inside of the 
track, to the outside, ran over someone 
and fell down, fell down and got run 
over by someone, slid out in a watery 
turn one and then bitched at Carr for 
placing the cone in the “wrong place" 
on day two. Then I heard about how 
much of a whiner I was for the rest of 
the day. 

When all was said and done, all of 
the students were whipped but satis- 
fied. I would estimate that we spun 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 1500 
laps over the two-days. Heck, I even got 
the flu after the first day but came back 
to ride the next day because I didn't 
want to miss out. Walker and Carr pro- 
vided a valuable learning process, yes, 
but they made the learning environment 
about as enjoyable as one could expect. 
Of the three schools, this was my per- 
sonal favorite. 

That being said, the following reflec- 
tion is in order: The American Super- 
camps program is an excellent primary 
dirt track school and/or a great way for 
road racers to improve their game by 
learning basic technique - which is 
exactly what the school is designed for. 
But advanced dirt trackers may consider 
looking elsewhere for improving their 
own skills - unless of course Carr is the 
guest speaker for your particular school. 
But either way anyone will have fun, 
and if nothing else, will have come 
away having ridden more laps than you 
would at any other riding school in the 
world. And feeling it. 


Wow, I really made some time on the way 
home. This could be a personal best. Got 
those apexes figured out, I'm running 
smooth and consistent, and she's squealin' 
as I burn the corners like never before. Those 
schools were worth it. As I pull to the curb 
near my house, I'm thinking "Man, I'm 
good.” Just how good? I'm about to find out 
as the local constabulary taps on the window 
of my pickup to offer me a safe driving 
award. Ahh well... eN

n two wheels as well as 
four, BMW does things dif- 
ferently 

Among volume car man- 
ufacturers they are alone in 
having stayed faithful to the 
enhanced handling characteristics 
offered by rear-wheel drive, scorning the 
corner-cutting cost savings of front- 
wheel drive. So long the only bike manu- 
facturer to offer shaft drive at all, let 
alone to equip its entire range, BMW has 
also traditionally stood for a unique 
engine configuration - whether Boxer 
horizontal twin or Brick in-line four - as 
well as constantly pioneering the appli- 
cation of leading-edge technology to 
motorcycle use, from electronic fuel 
injection to catalyst exhausts, ABS brakes 
to Telelever wishbone front suspension, 
single-sided swingarms to plug-in diag- 
nostic systems, all of which they were 
the first to introduce on street bikes. 

BMW engineers have never tradition- 
ally paid much attention to what the rest 
of the bike world is doing, preferring 
instead to follow their own well-defined 
sense of what's right and wrong. How- 
ever, just once in a while they tear up the 
template and start over again, just as 
they did back in 1992 with the 8-valve 
R1100-series Boxer twin that replaced 
the rooted-in-time push-rod models. 

After 13 years of K-model produc- 
tion, during which over 200,000 three- 
and four-cylinder bikes have been pro- 
duced, now they've effectively done the 
same with the ultimate version of the 
Flying Brick, the new K1200RS four. 

Launched at last October's Cologne 
Show, and now in production in full- 
power 130-bhp guise (six weeks later 
than the politically-correct 100-hp ver- 
sion sold in its native Germany and side- 
kick French markets), the new K12 sets a 
whole series of two-wheeled absolutes 
for BMW. It has the largest-capacity 
motor ever fitted to a BMW motorcycle, 
is the first with ram-air induction, the 
first with an aluminum chassis, the first 
with a six-speed gearbox, the first to 
deliver over 100 bhp, the first with twin 
three-way exhaust catalysts, and the first 
K-model to be fitted with Telelever front 
suspension. 

All this adds up to 
the fastest BMW ever 
made, the quickest-accel- 
erating and - at 11,950 
pounds in Britain - the 
most expensive. 

In short, this is 
BMW's benchmark bike: 
the Absolute Brick. A 
whole day of riding a 
full-power version of the 
K1200 in a variety of 
Spanish road conditions 
- through Barcelona traf- 
fic for starters, then out 
onto the autopista for a 
freeway blast up into the 
mountains of Catalunya 
as a main course, fol- 
lowed by a dessert of 
twisting B-roads - deliv- 
ered some unexpected 
conclusions at odds with 
one's expectations after 
reading the model's spec 
sheet. Six hundred thirty 
pounds gassed up, ready 
to go - where are the 
outriggers? A 61.2-inch 
wheelbase - does it come 
with reverse gear? Long- 
stroke motor - bound to 
be all midrange torque, 
no appetite for revs. Still 
| no counterbalancer in 
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presumably it'll vibrate just like all the 
K-bikes ever built? No, no, no and no. 

This is a different breed of four-cylin- 
der Beemer: It's the Superbike Super- 
Brick! There is, however, no getting away 
from the fact that this is a very large and 
imposing motorcycle, designed more 
with the typical German customer in 
mind than, say, your average Japanese 
BMW owner. As such, the K1200RS is in 
every way the two-wheeled equivalent of 
BMW's own 8-series V-12 coupe, com- 
bining exceptional performance and 
high-speed cruising ability with plush, 
refined power delivery from a silky- 
smooth engine that's uncannily quiet, 
and handling that is adequate in tight 
corners, without being exceptional. 

It's a mile-eating grand tourer with 
sporting overtones - the sort of bike you 
can imagine slinging a leg over one 
morning in Paris and covering 600 miles 
to be in Milan by nightfall, staying on 
the autoroute until the Alps - but then 
having fun crossing them. The sort of 
bike whose high level of refinement 
would allow you to make a trip like that, 
then pull up at a smart hotel in time to 
shower and change for dinner - while 
the doorman parks it for you! 

Well, fantasy island, perhaps - but 
whereas Ducati's new ST2 is a sport 
tourer with the sport underlined (and the 
eight-valve ST4 coming in September 
will be a true rival in performance terms 





an all-rounder with equal emphasis on 
the two disciplines, the BMW is a sport 
tourer with the accent on the touring 
part - but one with considerably more 
sporting pretensions than, say, a Honda 
ST1100. If you had to ride from Los 
Angeles to San Francisco, you'd take the 
freeway with the Honda - or any Harley 
tourer! - but go the Pacific Coast High- 
way with the BMW. Horses for courses 

BMW has addressed the problem of 
size - the rider, not the bike - with its 
usual thoroughness. The K1200 offers a 
multi-adjustable riding position as part 
of the standard package. The one-piece 
seat can be set in two heights, 30.3 or 
31.5 inches, while the footpegs are 
adjustable for three positions (up and 
down) over a 2.2-inch range. As on the 
R1100RT Boxer, the gear lever is 
adjustable for two lengths, while the RS 
Boxer's choice of three different handle- 
bar positions and four optional locations 
for the brake and clutch levers is also 
included here. 

The result is that almost anyone can 
dial in a satisfactory riding position on 
the K12's extremely comfortable seat, 
though even with the bars pulled back as 
far as they'll go, it's still a pretty long 
reach to them even for a 6-footer, 
because the seat isn't integrated very far 
into the back of the fuel tank. 

Seated at standstill after climbing 
aboard for the first time, there's an unde-

the width of the inte- 
gral fairing which acts 
as a shield for your 
legs, and the tall 
hump of the fuel-tank 
shroud. However, 
thumb the awkward- 
ly placed starter but- 
ton (BMW switches 
are as curious as 
ever, especially the 
three different switches to 
work two sets of direction signals), drop 
it into first gear with the sweet-shifting 
gearbox, let out the smooth, light-action 
clutch - and get ready for a surprise. Not 
only has rubber-mounting the engine on 
the K12 completely banished the irritat- 
ing vibrations present on other K-mod- 
els, the bike that at rest seems big and 
clumsy appears to shed pounds from its 
weight and yards from its wheelbase as 
soon as it’s on the move. It’s a really 















unexpected as 
to be almost miraculous. 

There must be so many different fac- 
tors at work here - forward engine loca- 
tion thanks to the Telelever front end, 
and thus weight distribution; steering 
geometry; engine layout; engine-man- 
agement-system mapping and so on - 
that it’s hard to identify exactly how 
BMW has pulled off this great confi-

family after more than a decade in production, and move its performance envelope 

up a notch, BMW comprehensively re-engineered the whole package even com- 
pared to the second-generation K1100RS version which it now replaces (the smaller 
engine continues in production in LT touring form). 

Starting with the lay-down, longitudinally mounted engine with crankshaft on the 
right and cylinder head on the left, the K1100's almost-square dimensions have been 
traded for a long-stroke format, by adding 5mm to the stroke, the results of which are 
70.5 x 75mm cylin- 
der dimensions and 
1171ce 

Because of the 
unique architecture 
of the liquid-cooled, 
16-valve DOHC 
motor, there wasn't 
space to gain extra 
capacity by overbor- 
ing without unduly 
lengthening the 
wheelbase, which at 
61.2 inches is 
already very rangy 
even for a sport 
tourer.

- 10 percent better 
than before - with peak power of 130 bhp delivered at 8750 rpm, the first time BMW has 
felt it politically correct to exceed the voluntary 100-bhp German-market limit it's previ- 
ously respected. 

New forged pistons bump compression up half a point to 11.5:1, and like many inter- 
nal engine components, such as the 26.5mm inlet/23mm exhaust valves, they have been 
lightened to reduce inertia, thus improving engine response as well as smoothness. 

Different camshafts deliver completely new valve timing, while the new-generation 
Bosch Motronic EFI/EMS has not only been completely remapped, but also now incor- 
porates an automatic choke program, coupled with electronically controlled throttle but- 
terfly adjustment - a world first which eliminates the need for a separate choke control. 

For the first time on any of their models, BMW has adopted a ram-air induction sys- 
tem on the K12, using the right-hand one of the pair of ducts under the headlamp (the 
one on the left is a stylistic fake) to push cool air into the enlarged, seven-liter airbox. 

Engine cooling is also optimized, by use of a pair of water radiators instead of just 
one on the K11 (each with its own fan). Hot air is expelled through the black vents in the 
flanks of the fairing. It may look as if these are aimed at the rider's legs, but riding in 
slow traffic in warm Spanish sunshine with the fans' thermostat cutting in, there was no 
discomfort - the front part of the fairing is wide enough to allow even a 6-footer to tuck 
his knees in well enough behind. Also thermostatically controlled is the single oil radia- 
tor, while a beefed-up 720W alternator and - for the first time on any BMW - a six-speed

Getrag gearbox are featured, together with a new smaller-diameter single-plate 
diaphragm clutch, now with hydraulic operation. 

The 4-2-1 stainless-steel exhaust system with twin three-way catalysts meets all cur- 
rent and future announced emissions norms anywhere in the world: California, this is 
your bike for the next millennium - it may be a 130-bhp power tourer capable of over 150 
mph, but it's so green. 

The Motronic EMS is programmed to enhance the efficiency of the catalysts, and is 
also compatible with BMW's new mobile diagnostic computer, known initially as Mobi 
Dic. Who said engineers have no sense of humor? Depends who's telling the jokes, I 
guess. 

However, between the time of the K1200's introduction at the IFMA Cologne show 
and this riding intro, the name has been changed to MoDiTec. Obviously someone in 
BMW management had a whale of a fright and got cold feet at this sense-of-humor out- 
break. 

This laptop system cuts down on service time, and also enables dealers to trouble- 
shoot both electronic modules and the electrical system even in the field - or broken 
down at the side of the road. Which, of course, never happens to BMWs. Does it? 

This substantially uprated power pack is rubber-mounted for the first time for any 
BMW in an all-new aluminum backbone chassis, on which Bimota did the preliminary 
design work at BMW's behest. The heavy 48-pound but immensely strong result 
employs four separate cast-alloy sections welded together (with honeycomb internal 
reinforcement, as on one of the Italian chassis specialist’s own frames), from which the 
engine and transmission unit are underslung on four Silentbloc rubber mounts. 

Because of this, the engine - which sits 1.2 inches higher than before to give extra 
ground clearance, can no longer be used as the mounting point for the Telelever front 
suspension's operating arm, since it's no longer a rigid chassis component but is flexibly 
mounted to eliminate vibration. For this reason, BMW has now followed Saxon (whose 
SaxTrak system the Telelever was either derived from or developed in parallel with, 
depending on who's telling) in pivoting the wishbone arm on the chassis itself. Similarly, 
for the same reason the all-new Paralever rear swingarm no longer pivots on the gearbox 
like before on the K- models, but on the chassis as with the Boxer, using the vestigial rear 
frame spars which also support the tubular steel subframe for the seat. 

The Showa rear shock is offset to the right in a semi-lay-down position that delivers 
some degree of progressive suspension response, even without any linkage. Adjustable 
for preload and rebound damping, it delivers 5.9 inches of wheel travel compared to 4.5 
at the front, though the Telelever's Showa shock is strangely not adjustable, not even for 
compression damping or anti-dive. 

About the only carryover from the K1100RS on the new bike is the Brembo brake sys- 
tem, complete with ABS as standard (more than 120,000 BMWs have been fitted with this 
since it was introduced back in 1988), with twin 305mm front discs and a hefty 285mm 
rear, all in stainless-steel and gripped by four-pot calipers. 

The cast-aluminum wheels are all new, though, with the delicate appearance of their 
five spokes evidently belying their strength, for instead of the brake discs being fitted to 
a carrier that is then attached to the wheel, as before, they're now bolted directly to the 
wheel hubs - thus saving precious unsprung weight. 

This imposing, idiosyncratic, yet freshly engineered technical package is clad in 
restrained but distinctive styling owing nothing to Bimota, but produced in-house by 
BMW's own design team led by American David Robb. Available in three colors - red, 
blue and yellow, only the latter of which can be adorned with the distinctive checker- 
board motif that's become the model's trademark, although it's a rather expensive 
option - the K1200RS weighs in at a claimed 627 pounds with a full 5.6-gallon load of 
fuel, 44 pounds more than the K1100RS it replaces. That would equate to a dry weight 
of around 572 pounds if BMW wasn't unaccountably coy about revealing exactly what 
this really is, preferring instead to compare the K12's fueled-up wet weight with the 
Honda ST1100's 715 pounds and Kawasaki Concours 647 (neither of which are exactly 
sport tourers) or the Yamaha GTS1000's 596. Still, whichever way you look at it, BMW 
gives you a lot of bike for your money - just as you must give them a lot of money for its 
bike. Call it even.

Making U-turns in narrow country 
lanes can be done without touching a 
foot down, so well-balanced does the 
bike feel. Just ride the clutch and work 
that so-responsive throttle in unison 
with it, while the steering falls lightly 
and controllably over dead center, usual- 
ly a sign of lots of trail, which indeed the 
K-12 has at 124mm. 

This combines with the kicked-out 
27.5-degree head angle of the Telelever 
front end and the low center of gravity 
delivered by the lay-down engine to pro- 
duce impressive stability around long, 
sweeping turns, where even hitting 
bumps or junior potholes cranked over 
in midturn doesn’t deflect the BMW 
from the course you chose for it. Weight 
has its advantages as well, too. 

The long, 61.2-inch wheelbase is a fac- 
tor in this, also - but in addition this 
helps produce some understeer, espe- 
cially at high speeds on a winding free- 
way, where the BMW is reluctant to hold 
its line without your backing off the 
throttle to pull it back on track. But that’s 
the only time you're aware of the bulk of 
the bike. At all other times it feels as 
light and easy-handling as a 750 - but 
with the solid, stable feeling of a big 
tourer. Almost the best of both worlds. 
This is especially noticeable at the very 
high cruising speeds the understressed, 
easy-revving, smooth operator of an 
engine will let you run cruising at 120 
mph at 6800 rpm seems like 80 mph on 
another bike, the BMW just wafting 
along effortlessly at an easy gait, totally 
planted on the road, with not a trace of a 
weave or a wobble at any speed. One 
hundred forty per was as fast as | saw on 
the speedo of this British-spec bike 
before running out of space, but while 
BMW admits to a top speed of 152 mph, 
and the soft rev-limiter kicks in at 9400 
rpm in the gears, if it'll pull nine grand 
in top the real peak is nearer 160 mph. 

Acceleration is impressive for such a 
heavy bike, thanks partly to the well- 
chosen gear ratios, partly to the ultra-flat 
torque curve - more of a horizontal line, 
really - and partly to the undeniably 
potent power delivery. This has such a 
broad spread that it doesn't much matter 
what gear you're in or how many revs 
you use when you twist it wide open, 
though at 3500 rpm the engine comes on 
strong. From 6500 rpm on there's even 
more pull. But even at higher revs, 
though, the BMW is as smooth as the 
proverbial sewing machine beloved of 
the cliche writers, while at its 1000 rpm 
idle there's no trace of vibration from the 
lengthwise crank. It will pull cleanly in 
top gear from as low as 1500 rpm with 
no transmission backlash, even if per- 
haps there isn't quite as much grunt low 
down as you'd expect from a 1200cc 
engine. 

But if you do decide to speed things 
up a little by using the gearbox, you'll 
enjoy doing so. From little things like the 
distance from the gear lever to the foot- 
peg (in any case eccentrically adjustable 
to suit your taste) to important stuff like 
the crisp, easy gearshift with its short- 
throw lever, the K12's Getrag six- speed- 
er sets a new BMW benchmark for preci- 
sion and smoothness. Nothing this good 
has ever been fitted to a bike built in 
Germany. 

Clutchless upward shifts are a matter 
of course, neutral is straightforward to 
find every time, and the telltale on the 
excellent, well laid-out dash with its 
bank of 14 warning lights is clearly visi- 
ble, quite apart from the digital gear- 


selection indicator, which when you 
have such a smooth, torquey engine, is 
not to be scorned at. And apart from a 
slightly clunky change from bottom to 
second, you never remember you're rid- 
ing a shaftie - there's no torque reaction, 
the K12 doesn't ride up and down on its 
suspension like non-Paralever Boxers of 
old did, and even at rest at a traffic light, 
you can't feel the rotation of the length- 
wise crank, either. 

The ratios of the six-speeder are well 
chosen, with progressively less space 
between them as speed mounts - 1500 
rpm from second to third gear, 1200 revs 
from third to fourth, 800 rpm for fourth 
to fifth, then 400 revs from fifth to top 
This is a properly engineered all-new 
gearbox, not just the old five-speeder 
with an overdrive tacked on. 

With the BMW's weight, length and 
steering geometry, you can't expect it to 
rip around corners like a 916 Ducati - but 
then you wouldn't want to ride from 
Paris to Milan on the desmo V-twin 
superbike, either. Within those limita- 
tions the K12 hustles around turns quite 
acceptably, with light, quick steering for 
such a big bike that is quite precise, and 
adequate feedback from the Telelever 
front end, whose ability to soak up 
bumps and road shock is quite good. 

Because of the zero deflection of the 
front suspension, you not only get a 
constant wheelbase even under heavy 
braking (so more predictable, constant 
handling which two seasons of racing 
the Saxon Triumph taught me to appre- 
ciate), BMW could also “place the engine 
further forward in the wheelbase rela- 
tive to the axles, in turn increasing front- 
end weight bias statically, without forc- 
ing the rider to do so by means of an 
extreme riding position. This in turn 
adds to the enjoyment and pleasure 
from riding a SaxTrak/Telelever bike on 
the road, quite apart from the enhanced 
safety margin you get from being able to 
brake deep into turns on the angle, 
without the suspension freezing or - 
once again - the steering geometry alter- 
ing. 

With this in mind, the K12 can be 
made to motor surprisingly quickly 
along a high, winding mountain pass, 
the light handling and deft steering bely- 
ing its bulk. The lack of adjustment on 
the front shock didn't seem to be a prob- 
lem, but I can't say I cared for the way 
BMW has upped the ratio of anti-dive 
under braking from 70 percent on the 
Telelever-equipped Boxers to 90 percent 
on the K-model. Retaining just 10 per- 
cent of the front-end dive filters out 
much of the sensation of braking for the 
rider, and when I raced the Saxon I pur- 
posely dialed more dive into the geome- 
try, so as to retain that feel. 

Mainly psychological, I know - but I 
reckon BMW has gone too far in the 
other direction on this bike, quite apart 
from the reduced weight transfer under 
braking to load up the front wheel 

Actual stopping power is excellent, 
with one-finger hard stops an option 
using the front discs only - for panic 
stops in Barcelona traffic, use the rear as 
well! The ABS has been set to kick in 
later than on the K11 and Boxers, which 
in practice means that 99.9 percent of the 
K12's riders won't ever encounter it in 
normal use. But at least you know that 
it's there for real emergencies, even at 
the cost of a 22-pound weight penalty. 

But I can't say I cared for the rear sus- 
pension, though perhaps the culprit was 
the 170/60 Metzeler ME-Z4 rear tire, 
which as on the Ducati ST2 seems 
designed more for mileage than for grip 
- it slid a bit too easily under moderately 
enthusiastic cornering for my taste, and

perhaps the Dunlop Sportmax 205 fitted 
to the bike in some other countries 
would be better suited to more-forceful 
riding. 

But there's also a strange feeling from 
the back end when you ride over a 
bump or ridge in the road, like a rain 
groove in the freeway, in the form of a 
metallic feeling from the rear shock that 
you feel through the seat of your pants 
and the footrests. It seems to be a func- 
tion of the fact the shock is directly 
linked between the swingarm and the 
frame, with no linkage, and while I can't 
say it seemed to make any difference to 
the handling, it feels funny and I wasn't 
the only one to notice this. Put it down 
to character. 

The detail touches you expect from 
BMW all work pretty well, though I 
have to say that after the Ducati ST2's 
designed-in mirrors and luggage bags, 
the ones on the BMW look pretty much 
like part-store accessories, rather than 
designed-in components tailored to the 
bike. But the handlebar-mounted mir- 
rors work okay and are quite steady at 
speed, even if they don't show as much 
of the road behind as the Ducati's innov- 
ative design. Also, you can't help won- 
dering if the nicely integrated turn-sig- 

nal pods on the front of the fairing 
weren't supposed to have had the mir- 
rors incorporated in them, till it became 
apparent you'd only get a view of your 
legs - the side facing the rider is blank. 
Allegedly, they deflect the slipstream 
over your hands. 

One item that works particularly well 
at deflecting the breeze is the manually 
adjustable screen, which you can easily 


raise to give added protection at speeds 
of 80 mph or more, though at the penalty 
of sharply increased wind noise. The 
passenger will benefit most from this, 
though - with the screen in its lower 
position, the airflow is directed at your 
upper body, and I found this actually 
more relaxing than having the screen in 
its more upright position - quite apart 
from the 5 mph or so you lose by having 
it there. 

“My” bike had optional heated han- 
dlebars fitted, which worked pretty well 
on a crisp Catalan morning till the sun 
burned off the chill, while the sidestand 
and easy-on /off centerstand are a model 
for others to aim at. Are you listening, 
Bologna? 

One surprising oversight on the 
BMW, however, is the absence of any 
readily accessible receptacle to stick 
maps or loose change in: a real omission. 

Really, though, BMW has set a new 
benchmark for the sport touring class 
with the K1200RS - refined, smooth, 
long-legged and light-handling, with 
good ride quality, a real turn of speed, 
precise controls and near-faultless 
dynamics. You get the feeling when you 
ride it that this bike may have been 
designed by half-mad scientists working 
in a bunker in Berlin - but that the peo- 
ple who brought it to the marketplace 
ride bikes themselves and know what 
the customer needs and wants. The 
K1200RS is a good bike, a mile-eater par 
excellence that won't be disgraced along 
Racer Road: Anyone with 12 grand ster- 
ling to spend on a street bike he (or she) 
planned to cover serious mileage aboard, 
should look no further. [b]

Over 350 riders descended on the 
Lembo Lake apple orchard for the race 
and a 5-mile course was laid out that 
consisted of roughly 2.5 miles of rock- 
and mud-filled woods broken up with 
wide-open field sections that weaved 
throughout the orchard. Even though 
the course was extremely muddy, it was 
solid and fast with only one nasty hill- 
climb to slow the riders. 

Seventeen riders lined up on the AA 
line for an eight-lap race and Tech 
Tube’s Bob White grabbed the holeshot 


followed by Dave Gunn, Todd Levesque’ 


and Pirelli/Spectro/ AXO's Josh 
McLevy. At the back of the pack, was 
KTM/Dunlop's Tom Norton, as he got 
taken out in the first turn and had to 
straighten his front end before taking 
off. 

It only took 13 minutes for the riders 
to complete the first lap and McLevy, 
who had grabbed the lead as soon as the 
riders hit the woods, came around with 
a 15-second lead over Levesque. Norton 
had worked his way through the pack 
and was now in third place but still 
down almost a minute, followed by 
Hoot Owl's Ken Law, Randy McCan 
and Gunn. 

By the second lap, McLevy had man- 
aged to increase his lead over Levesque 
to 40 seconds. By this time the leaders 
were heavily into lappers and the lap 
times had increased to almost 16 min- 
utes. 

"Once we ran into lappers on the sec- 
ond lap, you could no longer rely on 
your lines from the previous lap," 
McLevy said. "The line you might have 
used on the last lap usually had some- 
one stuck in it on the next lap. You had 





to keep your eyes open and keep chang- 
ing lines each lap." 

It was beginning to look like McLevy 
would once again run away with the 
win until the fourth lap. 

"I hit a rut and started to go over the 


bars," McLevy explained. "My hand 
came off the bars and got stuck in the 
bark buster as I was going over. Luckily 
I fell to the side instead of going all the 
way over or I might have broken my 
hand instead of bruising it." 

This mishap allowed Levesque to 
catch McLevy as the two riders came 
around at the end of the lap with just 
two seconds between them. Both riders 
stopped to pit with Levesque getting out 
first. 

It was obvious on the fifth lap that 
both Levesque and McLevy, wanted the 
win and neither rider was willing to let 
off. Shaving over a minute off their lap 
times, they came around at the end of 
the lap with Levesque still holding onto 
the lead. 

Back in the pack it was now Factory 
Connection's Rick Claxton in third fol- 
lowed by Patrick Timothy and P.J. 
Peculis. Norton had been running in 
third but a rock got stuck in his rear 
brake lever bringing his bike to a com- 
plete stop. His bad luck didn't stop 
there. Once Norton got going again. a 
Junior rider, out spectating on his bike, 
rode out onto the course, T-boning Nor- 
ton, breaking off his fender and head- 
light. The incident moved Norton down 
to sixth place. 

Out in front, Levesque was pulling 
slightly away from McLevy when he 
crashed in a rut, flying like Superman 
into the mud with both hands out. 

"It was just impossible to hold on 
and keep the pace after that with the 
mud-covered gloves,” Levesque said. 

By the time Levesque came around to 
pit for new gloves, McLevy had 
increased his lead to one minute, and 
with only two laps to go, it was impossi- 
ble for Levesque to make up the lost 
time. 

After two hours of mud riding and

lapping all but nine of the 150 riders on 
the track, it was McLevy taking the 
checkered flag, followed by Levesque in 
second. Claxton had held third until the 
sixth lap when he ran out of gas, putting 
him out of the top 10 for the day. 

The battle for third place came down 
to a battle between Timothy, Norton 
and Peculis. On the seventh lap, Norton 
was able to take over third place and 
put some distance between himself and 
fourth. Timothy finished in fourth with 
Peculis rounding out the top five. 

The only Expert rider to break into 
the top 10 was Wes Clarke on his CR250, 
who also took the Expert-class overall 
win. This allowed Kris Mooney to take 
over first place in the 250cc Expert class 
with DJ. Lis finishing second. 

The Junior/Mini event, run earlier in 
the day, had a new line up with many of 
the Mini riders being promoted to the 
Junior class and most of last year’s 
Juniors moving on to the Amateur 
Class. Taking the Mini-class win with a 
comfortable margin of almost six min- 
utes was Bob Langenback. Last year’s 
Mini Champion, Nathan Kanney went 
on to win the Junior class, but only by 
six seconds over Jim Wesolowski. 

Heidi Landow won the Women’s 
class and was the only one in her class 
to complete all three laps. 

Many new faces were also found in 
the Novice race which consisted of over 
200 riders. After running four laps of the 
5-mile course, it was Joshua Beebe tak- 
ing the Novice win on his CR250.

ECEA Enduro Series, Round 3 


Hoess, 
two for two

BELLEPLAIN, NJ, APR. 6 

red Hoess made it two for two, 
Fs his second overall victory 

in as many tries in the young ECEA 
Enduro Series season. Riding a Bromely 
Suzuki-sponsored RM125, Hoess used a 
carbon-copy 13-point score to best the 
field at the Breenbriar Enduro and 











retake the series points lead after three 
rounds. 

Nearly 260 riders took advantage of 
balmy spring time weather conditions 
for this uncharacteristic April Greenbri- 
er Enduro. Temperatures rose into the 
70s during the day under overcast skies 
that produced a few light showers 
around noon. In all it was nice riding 
weather and the warm temperatures 
more than made up for the wet stuff. 

The day's course made use of open 
deciduous forest and tight second- 
growth pines typical of the Belleplain 
timberland. There were plenty of water 
obstacles throughout the course, 
although the woods themselves weren't 
all that wet. Many puddles were laced 
with tricky ruts and deep holes formed 
by truck and ATV traffic, some deep 
enough to swallow a bike whole. Fortu- 
nately, there was ample help on the 
course, with club members aiding riders 
through the nastiest puddles and 
swamps. 

Trailboss Pops Lafferty laid out a 
short, single-loop course with two 
remote gas stops that divided the ride 
into three sections totaling nearly 70 
ground miles. The unusually diminutive 
event was a result of land-access prob- 
lems, an unfortunate common thread to 
this year's events. It seems, a new out- 
of-state corporate owner of a large par- 
cel of private ground was sold in the off- 
season and new the bureaucracy has a 
“no outside recreation" policy for all 
their held properties. While this resulted 
in the loss of some 60+ miles of trail, the 
club made excellent use of what was 
available, stitching together a near- 
relentless course traversed by all classes. 

Riders were on the gas right out of 
the start as the run began with 16 miles 
of trail and rutted wood road run at 24 
mph. This section included easy time- 
keeping trail and dirt road interspersed 
with frequent water obstacles that 
served to drive riders off the pace. Even- 
tually a tricky emergency check was 
encountered which was easily double 
zeroed by savvy top riders, emergency 
points minimized by those who were on 
the ball. Novice and many Intermediate 
riders were unable to keep up the pace, 
however, and carded late points as a 
result. Afterward, asphalt connectors 
brought riders to the day's first gas stop 
and a 15-minute break. 

Departure from the gas stop was via 
a start control into the day's first real 
special test. Run at 18 mph, the first uni- 
versal points loss came at an emergency 
check located some three or four miles 
into the test. Single points carded by 
Hoess, Michael Moore, Bill Atkinson 
and a section best 1:41 by defending 
ECEA champ Mark Spence were tops 
through the test. 

Another mile or so of tight trail con- 
tinued thereafter until a confusing reset 
and speed change to 12 mph. This 
allowed faster riders to, temporarily at 
least, get back on time and gain a little 
rest. This respite was short-lived howev- 
er, as a half mile of so later the speed 
average was bumped up to 18 mph and 
a secret check-in followed. From there, it 
was back into the thick for the final five 
miles of the Otis stick section. Jeff Kirch- 
ner's score of 5:28 was the section best, 
although his score was tainted by check- 
ing in a minute hot to the section. 

Riders were granted a big reset after 
the Otis section, at which many riders 
tended to overheated bikes and bodies. 
After the rest, it was back into the forest 
and before long, another check-in. 

Two lengthy special tests follow, 
each sandwiched by emergency checks, 
with no resets in between. Hoess and 
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Spence each went 1:30 through the sec- 
tions, with Hoess winning the emer- 
gency points battle over the four, count 
"ет, four emergency checks. Mike 
Moore stayed in the hunt, carding 1:40 
through the sections, while most other 
top riders carded seven or more through 
the tests. Connectors, a gas stop and a 
reset brought riders to the day’s final 
section, a 5-mile push to the fire house 
run at 24 mph. 

The standings at the beginning of this 
final test had Hoess leading, Spence 
trailing by a single tick and Moore by 
two. The section began in fairly open, 
high-speed deciduous woodland and 
finished with a grass track section com- 
ing into the field behind the firehouse. 
Just prior to the field there was some 
mild swamp action complete with a 
rickety floating bridge. Hoess and 
Spence again traded blows here, posting 
the day’s best three-point scores at the 
known check. A handful of riders 
including Shenigo, Kirchner, Marc 
Grossman, Anthony Tomasello and 
Mike McHale posted four while Moore 
fell off the pace with a five. 

Hoess posted the overall win with a 13 
at the finish. Spence was never able to 
overcome the trouble had in the Otis stick 
farm and resulting extra point dropped at 
check number five, but still piloted his 
Team Green KX250 to a close second 
overall with 14 points. Moore faded in the 
days final two special tests, picking up 
extra points at each to finish with a 17 
point card, still holding on for third over- 
all honors. YZ250-mounted Shenigo 
capped off an error-free ride with a 19 
card good for fourth overall, while Mete- 
or's Mike McHale rounded out the top 
five overall with a 20-point finish. 

Drew Smith earned High Point A 
honors with a 23 score, eking out the 
class victory on emergency points over 
Vet class rider Ken Law. John Robbins 
would have had the High Point A tro- 
phy if not for an early morning goof, 
burning check four by a minute for two 
hot points and finishing with a disap- 
pointing 24 card. 








Mike Hickman turned in a 
respectable 30 point score for the easy 
victory to claim the High Point B tro- 
phy, while Kevin Schuler dropped 37 on 
his way to runner-up status. 250-class 
riders Wade Johnston and Troy Rider 
finished 1-2 in the C class, Johnston 
posting the High Point win with a 47 
card. Rounding out the day’s top finish- 
ers, Kathi Cambell won the Women’s 
class while Robert Hoover took Masters 
class honors.

Lonnie Lykins scored another impressive win in the 
Intermediate class as the Central Florida Club host- 
ed round seven of the FTA Championship Series.

nitially, nobody in the press box at 
Municipal Stadium paid too 

much attention to Richmond, Vir- 
ginia’s John Nickens III when he crossed 
the finish line first in the final semi to 
qualify for the main event at the season- 
opening Daytona Short Track. Aside 
from the fact that the 19-year-old put 
together a brilliant drive to shoot past 
Jason Fletcher off the final turn and 
clinch a berth in the final, there wasn't 
much to talk about, at least no more 
than usual, until I, perhaps in a lapse of 
my own professional judgment turned 
to AMA communications manager 
Larry Lawrence and asked the following 
question: 

“So, how big of a deal should we 
make this thing, Larry?” I said. 

“What do you mean?” Lawrence 
replied. 

“You'd better check to be sure, but I 
think Nickens is the first African-Ameri- 
can rider ever to qualify for a Grand 
National main event.” 

With that, Lawrence suddenly 
perked up, told me he’d check it out, 
and quickly disappeared. He returned 
shortly to announce to me and everyone 
in the press box that, indeed, John Nick- 
ens III was the first African-American to 
qualify for a Grand National main 
event. Lawrence was pleased and right- 
ly so. It was both a historic moment for 
the AMA Grand National Champi- 
onship Series and the type of insider 
information that a communications man 
of his high caliber can put to good use. 

But that didn’t help me much, really, 
because I was still caught in a self- 
induced moral/philosophical dilemma 
over whether or not to make a “big 
deal” over the fact that Nickens was an 
African-American. 

It’s not that I didn’t think Nickens 
was deserving of the honor. Certainly he 
was, and history has shown (me, any- 
way) that the public is apt to celebrate 
the pioneering efforts of African-Ameri- 
cans in what could easily be viewed as a 
“white-dominated” world of motor- 
sports. Heck, I mean, right off the top of 
my head I can remember the first 
African-American supercross rider to 
make an AMA supercross main. It was 
Andy Jefferson. I know the name of the 
first African-American stock car driver 
ever to qualify for a NASCAR Grand 
National (pre-Winston Cup) stock car 
event. It was Wendell Scott (they even 
made a movie about him, “Greased 


at 








Lightning”, starring 
Richard Pryor). Willy 
T. Ribbs was the first 
African-American 
ever to qualify for the 
Indianapolis 500. 
These things stand 
out in my mind, and 
maybe in the minds of 
other motorsports 
fans as well. They are 
all, no doubt, historic 
occasions. So what 
was my problem? 

Well, I guess part 
of the problem was 
perhaps that I don’t 
know who the first 
Mexican-American was ever to qualify 
for a Grand National main event, or the 
first Jewish-American, or you.name it. I 
guess I never really cared and, besides, 
no big deal was ever made of those 
accomplishments if in fact they even 
took place. Then of course there is the 
whole black/white thing. Га be lying if 
I refused to admit that I ever told a joke 
that involved race or religion, but then 
so would most people. In fact, I’m of the 
opinion that “political correctness” is 
part of the problem and not part of the 
solution as it has only served to shove 
people into the closet of dishonesty. 
Hey, I’ve seen it on the other side too. 
Ever watched HBO’s Def Comedy Jam? 
They make fun of us too... 

The other side, them and us... Hon- 
estly, see how easily the lines start get- 
ting drawn? 

So maybe it was my conscience that 
posed the question, does motorsports, 
like so many other sports, necessarily 
need to make room for the type of racial 
labeling that appears to run so rampant 
in society today? Does Nickens need to 
be recognized as the first African-Amer- 
ican to make the Grand National grade? 

I wonder, because he sure didn’t 
make his climb into professional dirt 
track motorcycle racing any differently 
than anyone else I’ve ever heard about. 
His story is rather typical of the breed. 
Nickens’ father, John Jr., raced dirt 
track in Surrey County, Virginia, before 
his son was even born, and got him into 
the sport when little John was just 5 
years old. 

“We used to race at the Richmond 
Fairgrounds,” Nickens remembers. 
“Then that closed down, so we went 
drag racing for a few years.”

Nickens continued his motorcycle 
racing hobby on the quarter mile at 
Slade’s Raceway in Surrey County, Vir- 
ginia, piloting an RM80 before graduat- 
ing to a YZ250. He had fun, to be sure, 
but in the back of his mind, dirt track 
was still number one. 

“I always wanted to get back to dirt 
track racing, but I had no place to ride,” 
Nickens says. “Then we went to Timo- 
nium, Maryland, to the indoor, and 
that’s when I started going again. I was 
13:7 

From there, Nickens continued to 
develop, racing against the region’s 
young hot shoes like Mike Hacker and 
Paul Lynch. The Expert license came 
when he'd earned enough advancement 
points, just like them. I don't know 
about you, but that sounds like common 
ground to me. 

Nickens says he has since spent a lot 
of time riding with and studying the 
style of Grand National contender Will 
Davis, the irony there being that Nick- 
ens rides with more balls than finesse at 
this point in his career. Davis just rides 
with more finesse. 

"I'm working on that (smoothness) 
part,” Nickens admits. 

He is working on it with a shoestring 
budget that is again typical, and per- 
haps even smaller than that of many up- 
and-coming privateers. It is reliant upon 
family income and the help of a few 
Richmond-area bike shops. 

“Departure Bike Works helps us as 
much as they can, but they have their 
own drag race team,” Nickens says. 
“Pro Class Cycles helps us too. K&N 
gave us some filters last year, and White 
Brothers and AFAM give us discounts - 
every little bit helps.” 

More common ground. 









In the meantime, Nickens spends his 
days working in the body shop at Rich- 
mond Ford, and his nights dreaming of 
the time when he will catch the break 
that will see him competing on the 
Grand National circuit full-time aboard 
a twin. He is devoting a lot of energy to 
that dream. 

"I'm going to try my hardest,” Nick- 
ens says. "Hopefully the AMA five-year 
plan will help out. I think a lot of people 
love dirt track, but they go to road races 
because they can see more brands." 

To listen to him talk, you can quickly 
see that Nickens comes from the same 
mold as the rest of his competitors. His 
feelings about his chosen profession are 
the same as theirs, as is his motivation. 

“Т just love motorcycles,” Nickens 
says. "And there's something about dirt 
track that I really love - the speed, slid- 
ing sideways - it's fun." 

Still more common ground. Label 
him what you want, but he is a racer. In 
this world, that's what counts. 

So suffice it to say that John Nickens III 
did in fact make history as the first 
African-American rider ever to make an 
AMA. Grand National final. Cycle News 
ran his photo on page 19 of its Daytona 
Short Track coverage. It was the type of 
fair and accurate coverage that this news- 
paper has consistently produced over the 
years. And my conscience is clear. Nick- 
ens, in full knowledge that this column 
was going to. run, helped me with that. It 
is with that in mind, as well as his love for 


. the sport, his personal dedication and his 


desire to succeed just like any racer that I 
will never again refer to Nickens as such - 
at least until he wins a Grand National. 
He is proud of his recent accomplishment, 
and he will be deserving of the honor if 
and when the time comes. 

Instead, the next time I see him at a 
Grand National event (I hope I do), and 
the next time that he does well or crash- 
es or does something newsworthy, then 
I will likely refer to him in the same 
manner that I refer to the rest of the rid- 
ers, and in the alternative, as I have 
come to know him from our conversa- 
tions - as John Nickens III, the talented, 
hard-charging motorcycle racer who 
also happens to be an incredibly polite 
young man. Because when you get right 
down to it, once he has his helmet on, he 
is just another racer. 

And that's when it really hits me. If 
we all just left our helmets on, the world 
might be a better place to live. CN
